COUNCIL  REVISES  ITS  PROPOSED  SCALES 

INFLUENCED  by  the  reaction  of  the  membership  at  large,  as  expressed 
at  the  special  general  meeting  held  in  London  on  October  30,  1963,  the 
Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  has  brought  forward  revised 
proposals  for  increasing  its  revenue.  The  new  proposals  provide  for 
ordinary  members  to  pay  a  personal  retention  fee  of  £8  8s.  and  for 
the  premises  retention  fee  to  be  increased  from  £3  to  £5.  See  also  p.  356.

Public  Pharmacists 

GUILD  FEE  INCREASE  PROPOSED 

THE  financial  position  of  the  Guild  of 
Public  Pharmacists  was  considered  at 
a  meeting  of  the  Guild  council  held 
on  April  4.  It  was  forecast  that  there 
would  be  a  deficiency  on  the  income 
and  expenditure  account  in  1964  and 
it  was  decided  to  recommend  to  the 
annual  meeting  in  May  that  the  sub- 
scription for  full  membership  of  the 


Guild  should  be  increased  from  £3  3s. 
to  £3  13s.  6d.  with  effect  on  January  1. 
1965.  Similar  proportionate  increases 
were  recommended  for  associate  mem- 
bership and  for  those  who  join  after 
July  1  in  any  year.  The  salaries  secre- 
tary reported  on  conversations  he  had 
held  with  representatives  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  and  the  National 
Pharmaceutical  Union  to  consider 
policy  following  the  recent  award  of 
the  Industrial  Court.  It  was  announced 
that  a  claim  for  a  3^  per  cent.  "  econo- 
mic "  increase  in  hospital  pharmacists" 
salaries  had  been  lodged  and  also 
claims  for  increased  fees  for  lectures  to 
nursing  staff  and  increased  allowances 
for  chief  pharmacists  in  teaching  hospi- 
tals. Motions  approved  at  the  branch 
delegates'  meeting  held  in  February 
were  discussed  and  it  was  agreed  that 
paragraph  40  in  the  Working  Party  re- 
port on  the  Future  Development  of 
the  Hospital  Pharmaceutical  Services 
should  be  referred  back  for  reconsider- 
ation. Council  approved  the  recom- 
mendation that  the  Geigy  Fellowship 
for  1964  should  be  awarded  to  Miss  E. 


James  (deputy  chief  pharmacist,  Char- 
ing Cross  hospital).  Miss  James  intends 
to  visit  the  United  States  to  study 
automation  as  applied  to  hospital  phar- 
maceutical practice. 

Travellers'  Schools 

1963  APPEAL  RAISES  £48,000 

THE  sum  of  £47,505  was  raised  as  the 
result  of  the  118th  maintenance  appeal 
of  the  Royal  Commercial  Travellers' 
Schools.  Further  donations  received 
soon  after  the  result  was  made  known 
at  the  festival  dinner  in  London  on 
April  3  brought  the  total  to  nearly 
£48,000.  Mr.  Cyril  Harvey  (chairman 
of  the  Schools'  board  of  management) 
said  that  the  governors  were  disturbed 
at  a  falling-off  in  number  of  pupils 
and  were  thinking  of  asking  permission 
from  the  appropriate  authorities  to  take, 
for  the  first  time  in  the  Schools'  his- 
tory, a  number  of  fee-paying  children 
whose  parents  were  not  commercial 
travellers. 

Animal  Medicaments 

SOME  FIGURES  FOR  1963 

AT  the  end  of  1963  there  were  327 
veterinary  therapeutic  substances  being 
produced  under  licence  and  eleven 
manufacturing  and  twelve  import 
licences  were  in  force.  Those  figures 
are  given  in  the  1963  "  Return  of 
Proceedings  under  the  Diseases  of  Ani- 
mals Act,  1950"  (H.M.  Stationery 
Office,  price  eightpence).  Disinfection 
under  any  Diseases  of  Animals  Order 
or  regulation  must  be  carried  out  with 
approved  products,  the  list  of  which 
at  the  end  of  1963  comprised  seventy

In  1960,  when 
the  company,  with  T.  &  H.  Smith,  Ltd.,  formed  Macfarlan  Smith,  Ltd.,  he  became  a  director  and 
deputy  chairman  of  the  new  company.  To  mark  his  retirement  Mr.  Rainy  Brown  was  presented  with 
a  parting  gift  from  some  of  his  Macfarlan  colleagues,  and  he  is  seen  in  the  picture  with  Mrs.  M.  L. 
Cosgrove,  Messrs.  Nicol  Rainy  Brown,  W.  R.  Moffat,  F.  J.  Bolton  and  Frank  Bews.  He  also  received 
presentations  from  his  colleagues  in  Macfarlan  Smith,  Ltd.,  and  from  the  directors  of  Edinburgh 
Pharmaceutical  Industries,  Ltd. 
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disinfectants,  made  by  thirty-six  manu- 
facturers, and  sold  under  240  different 
names.  The  total  number  of  approved 
dips  was  140,  prepared  by  twenty-four 
makers  and  sold  under  729  different 
names. 

Offices  and  Shops 

MODIFICATIONS  OF  REGULATIONS 

A  DRAFT  Statutory  Instrument,  the 
Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises 
Act,  1963  (Modification  of  Section  29) 
Regulations,  1964  (H.M.  Stationery 
Office,  price  threepence)  proposes  to 
render  unlawful  the  employment  of  per- 
sons to  work  in  certain  offices  and 
shops  included  in  a  building  that  also 
includes  a  factory  or  part  of  a  factory 
within  the  meaning  of  the  Factories 
Act,  1961.  unless  the  premises  are  certi- 
ficated as  being  provided  with  means  of 
escape  in  case  of  fire.  Objections  to  the 
draft  regulations  should  reach  the  sec- 
retary, Ministry  of  Labour,  8  St. 
James's  Square,  London,  S.W.I,  on  or 
before  April  28. 

Local  Anaesthetics 

SURFACE  APPLICATIONS  REVIEWED 

LOCAL  anaesthetics  for  application  to 
skin  or  mucous  membranes  are  re- 
viewed in  the  March  6  issue  of  Drug 
and  Therapeutic  Bulletin,  published  by 
Consumers'  Association,  which  reaches 
the  conclusion  that  such  applications 
are  hardly  ever  the  best  means  of 
treating  pruritis  or  pain.  "  If  one  is  to 
be  used  it  should  contain  only  ligno- 
caine,  the  only  well-established  local 
anaesthetic  which  appears  rarely  to 
sensitise  the  skin."  Also  examined  are 
two  new  tetracyclines,  lymecycline 
(Tetralysal)  and  methacycline  (Rondo- 
mycin),  for  which  the  Bulletin  finds  no 
good  evidence  that  they  have  any 
advantage  over  established  tetracy- 
clines, except  that  the  former  may  be 
given  by  injection.

Fertiliser  Statistics 

ASSOCIATION'S  REPORT  FOR  1963 

CONTINENTAL  countries  are  follow- 
ing the  British  lead  in  the  increased 
use  of  nitrogen,  phosphorus,  potassium 
compounds  as  opposed  to  "  straight " 
fertilisers  though  the  percentage  use 
is  still  much  lower  than  in  the  United 
Kingdom,  according  to  the  1963  report 
of  the  Fertiliser  Manufacturers'  Asso- 
ciation, Ltd.  On  world  prices  of  ferti- 
lisers the  report  emphasises  that  ex- 
treme caution  is  necessary  in  any 
attempt  to  relate  them  to  the  trade  in

any  particular  country.  Gross  price 
charged  to  British  farmers  for  fertiliser 
(before  deducting  the  subsidy  paid  to 
them  by  the  Government)  is,  it  claims, 
no  higher  than  that  paid  on  average  by 
their  counterparts  in  Europe.

Which  ?  on  Insecticides 

GREEN-  AND  BLACK-FLY  PREPARATIONS 

GARDEN  insecticides  and  their  uses 
are  reviewed  in  the  April  issue  ot 
Which  ?,  published  by  Consumers'  Asso- 
ciation. Twelve  of  those  insecticides 
recommended  by  the  manufacturer  for 
killing  green-fly  and  black-fly  were  also 
subjected  to  a  comparative  test  in  order 
to  illustrate  the  effect  of  different  com- 
binations of  chemicals.  On  the  results 
of  the  tests,  safety  and  price  considera- 
tions, Murphy  liquid  malathion  and 
P.B.I,  malathion  green-fly  killer  are 
"  recommended."  Which  ?  is  critical  of 
the  labelling  of  some  products,  particu- 
larly in  respect  of  "  misleading  "  state- 
ments on  safety,  precautions  to  be  taken 
by  the  user  and  the  failure  to  disclose 
composition.

OVERSEAS  NEWS 

UNITED  STATES 
Fewer  New  Products  in  1963 

Introductions  of  new  pharmaceuticals 
by  United  States  manufacturers 
dropped  22  per  cent,  in  1963;  240 
manufacturers  marketed  576  new  pro- 
ducts against  739  new  drugs  from  256 
companies  in  1962.  The  decrease  con- 
tinued an  erratic  pattern  that  has  per- 
sisted for  several  years.  Almost  half 
the  number  of  large  U.S.  manufac- 
turers, who  distribute  their  products 
throughout  the  world,  introduced  no 
new  items  in  1963.  The  figures  are  from 
listings  reported  in  Pharmindex  phar- 
maceutical reference  system.  1963  was 
the  first  year  in  which  nutritional  and 
vitamin  products  ranked  highest  (13 
per  cent.)  among  the  types  of  new  phar- 
maceuticals. In  second  place  were  re- 
spiratory and  common  cold  drugs  (12 
per  cent.),  while  gastrointestinal  pro- 
ducts ranked  third  (10  per  cent). 

SOUTH  AFRICA 

Compulsory  Immunisation 

The  South  African  Government  has 
made  immunisation  against  poliomye- 
litis compulsory  for  all  children  over 
the  age  of  three  months.  The  disease 
has  virtually  disappeared  in  the  coun- 
try since  a  national  immunisation  cam- 
paign started  in  1960.  Oral  vaccines 
are  generally  used. 

CANADA 

New  Examining  Board 

Dr.  F.  N.  Hughes  (dean,  faculty  of 
pharmacy,  University  of  Toronto)  was 
elected  President,  and  Mr.  A.  Denholm 
(registrar,  British  Columbia  Pharma- 
ceutical Association)  Vice-president,  at 
the  inaugural  meeting  of  the  Pharmacy 
Examining  Board  of  Canada  held  in 
February.  The  Board's  principal  pur- 
pose is  to  establish  academic  qualifica- 
tions for  pharmacists,  acceptable  to 
participating  licensing  bodies.

By  postal  vote,  members  of  Col- 
chester chamber  of  trade  and  com- 
merce have  decided  to  keep  Thursday 
as  earlv  closing  day,  thus  reversing  an 
earlier  decision  taken  at  an  open  meet- 
ing of  the  chamber. 

British  Disinfectant  Manufacturers'

Compounds,  Ltd.),  Vice-chairman;  and 
Dr.  G.  C.  Gibbons  (Domestos,  Ltd.).

Yorkshire  West  Riding  Executive 
Council  has  decided  to  take  no  further 
action  against  a  chemist  contractor 
found  in  breach  of  his  terms  of  service 
for  supplying  capsules  of  phenytoin 
against  a  test  prescription  calling  for 
tablets. 

A  first  step  towards  according  uni- 
versity status  to  the  Heriot-Watt  Col- 
lege, Edinburgh,  was  taken  recently 
with  the  appointment  of  an  academic- 
advisory  committee  under  the  chair- 
manship of  Sir  Edmund  P.  Hudson  (a 
former  managing  director,  Scottish 
Agricultural  Industries,  Ltd.).

arranged  in  alphabetical  order  within 
therapeutic  classes,  of  frequently  pre- 
scribed proprietary  preparations  and  of 
preparations  prescribed  in  the  British 
Pharmacopoeia,  British  Pharmaceutical 
Codex  and  British  National  Formulary, 
with  comparative  costs.

TOPICAL  REFLECTIONS 

By  Xrayser 

Anti-social 

Parliament  is  still  gravely  concerned  over  the  misuse  of  substances 
coming  within  the  amphetamine  range,  and  is  taking  active  steps  to  alter 
the  situation  by  introducing  certain  conditions  under  which  possession  of 
the  drugs  will  be  deemed  an  offence.  In  a  fairly  long  experience  I  can  recall 
a  number  of  drugs  that  have  had  to  be  subjected  to  control  but,  harmful  as 
they  undoubtedly  were,  none  achieved  the  widespread  notoriety  of  the 
amphetamines ;  nor  did  they  appear  to  reach  a  large  section  of  the  youth 
of  the  country.  It  has  been  alleged,  by  some  of  those  taking  part  in  the 
disgraceful  scenes  at  Clacton-on-Sea  over  Easter,  that  some  of  the  partici- 
pants had  taken  amphetamine  for  "  kicks  "  and  to  keep  awake.  It  is  clear 
that  there  are  sources  of  supply  which  are  difficult  to  trace,  though  phar- 
macy's record  in  that  respect  is  little  suspect.  Occasionally,  it  is  true,  a 
pharmacist  has  to  be  dealt  with  in  the  courts  for  disregard  of  his  responsi- 
bilities, and  when  that  happens  the  good  name  of  pharmacy  as  a  whole 
is  sullied,  but  the  occurrence  is  fortunately  comparatively  rare.  It  could  be 
accounted  for  by  the  weakness  of  character  which  is  to  be  found  in  about 
the  same  proportion  in  all  walks  of  life,  though  in  the  trained  pharmacist  it 
is  unforgivable.  There  are  obviously  other  sources  of  the  drug  but  pharmacy 
should  make  sure  that  no  one  can  point  the  finger  at  its  practitioners. 
There  is  no  room  in  an  honourable  profession  for  the  individual  who 
breaks  trust  in  matters  of  that  kind. 

Mane  et  afternoon 

There  was  a  time  when  Latin  was  the  common  language.  It  enabled  the 
medical  student  to  attend  lectures  with  equal  facility  in  any  of  the  famous 
universities  of  the  old  world.  In  the  late  seventeenth  and  early  eighteenth 
centuries  the  budding  medico  was  quite  at  home  in  towns  as  far  apart  as 
Leiden,  Montpellier,  Rheims  or  Edinburgh,  for  the  whole  of  the  lectures 
were  delivered  in  Latin.  Not  infrequently,  when  the  young  man  qualified 
and  set  up  in  practice,  he  kept  his  case  notes  in  that  language,  writing  with 
the  utmost  ease  a  complete  description  of  the  symptoms  and  treatment  in 
what  we  now  call  a  "  dead  "  language.  The  druggist,  for  his  part,  would 
have  been  completely  unable  to  carry  out  the  wishes  of  the  prescriber  if 
Latin  had  been  a  closed  book  to  him,  for  it  was  to  be  expected  that,  when 
writing  a  prescription,  the  doctor  would  continue  the  habit  of  his  student 
days.  One  must  therefore  credit  the  druggist  or  apothecary  of  that  time 
with  more  than  a  mere  smattering  of  the  language,  for  it  has  always  been 
necessary  for  him  to  keep  abreast  of  the  doctor's  knowledge.  It  is  fair  to 
assume,  bearing  in  mind  that  all  the  teaching  and  the  lectures  and  the 
oral  examinations  were  conducted  in  Latin,  that  there  was  more  in  the 
manner  of  writing  a  prescription  than  keeping  the  patient  in  the  dark. 
Students  from  any  country  in  Europe,  including  our  own  could  attend 
any  of  the  famous  medical  schools  regardless  of  the  country  in  which 
they  were  situated.  In  our  own  times  the  pharmacist's  knowledge  of  the 
language  has  sadly  declined,  though  in  all  fairness  it  probably  keeps 
abreast  of  that  of  the  physician.  The  heading  of  this  paragraph,  abstracted 
from  a  prescription  seen  recently,  provides  the  clue  to  the  direction  in 
which  my  thoughts  have  been  running.  My  informant  assures  me  that  the 
tianslation  was  successfully  accomplished  with  the  invaluable  assistance  of 
a  work  on  medical  Latin . 

Keen  competition 

I  read  with  considerable  interest  the  account  (p.  329)  of  the  licence 
agreement  between  two  razor  blade  manufacturers.  It  seems,  from  the 
statement  of  the  American  company,  that  they  had  anticipated  one  of  the 
processes  involved  in  the  manufacture,  and  had  patented  that  discovery, 
though  they  appear  to  have  been  a  little  tardy  in  exploiting  the  process. 
The  success  of  the  British  company  seems  to  have  stimulated  its  American 
counterpart  to  enter  the  field  along  with  others,  and  there  is  now  keen 
rivalry  between  the  organisations.  One  finds  cut-throat  competition  in  the 
most  unlikely  places. 
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Finances  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 

STATEMENT  ON  PROPOSED  NEW  FEES 


THE  following  statement  (summarised 
in  table  at  end)  was  issued  by  the 
Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
of  Great  Britain  on  April  3  : — 
In  August  last  year  the  Council  gave 
notice,  in  accordance  with  the  by-laws,  of 
a  proposal  to  increase  the  retention  fee 
payable  by  members  resident  in  Great 
Britain  from  £5  5s.  to  £9,  and  for  mem- 
bers resident  overseas  from  £2  2s.  to 
£3  3s.,  both  with  effect  from  January  1, 
1964.  This  proposal  met  with  considerable 
opposition  from  the  membership,  culmi- 
nating in  a  Special  General  Meeting  held 
on  October  30,  1963.  At  this  meeting 
motions  were  carried  opposing  the  pro- 
posed increase  in  the  personal  retention 
fee,  asking  that  steps  should  be  taken  to 
increase  the  premises  retention  fee,  and 
proposing  that  the  personal  retention  fee 
for  men  aged  sixty-five  and  over  and 
women  aged  sixty  and  over  should  be 
substantially  less  than  that  for  other  mem- 
bers. A  motion  was  also  carried  proposing 
that  the  premises  retention  fee  should  be 
on  a  sliding  scale  related  to  the  total  sales 
area  of  the  premises  containing  a 
pharmacy. 

The  Council  took  immediate  steps  to 
promote  a  Bill  amending  the  Pharmacy 
and  Poisons  Act,  1933,  so  as  to  increase 
the  statutory  limit  on  the  premises  fee 
from  £3  to  £10.  Sir  Hugh  Linstead  was 
successful  in  a  ballot  for  private  members' 
bills  and  adopted  the  Bill  that  has  now 
passed  through  the  House  of  Commons 
and  is  at  present  in  the  House  of  Lords. 
Its  future  is  largely  dependent  upon  the 
life  of  the  present  Government,  but  there 
is  a  reasonable  prospect  that  the  Bill  will 
become  law  within  a  short  time.  The  fol- 
lowing proposals  of  the  Council  are  there- 
fore based  on  the  assumption  that  it  will 
be  possible  to  increase  the  premises  fee 
with  effect  from  January  1,  1965. 

A  special  meeting  of  the  Finance  and 
General  Purposes  Committee  was  held  on 
March  2  to  consider  the  Society's  finances. 
It  was  agreed  that,  instead  of  trying  to 
fix  fees  at  such  a  level  that  they  need 
not  be  increased  for  some  five  or  six 
years,  as  had  been  the  practice  in  the 
past,  attention  should  be  confined  to  the 
next  two  years.  It  was  recognised  that 
estimates  of  income  and  expenditure  over 
five  or  six  years  were  particularly  difficult 
to  make  during  a  period  when  substantial 
changes  were  taking  place  in  the  activities 
undertaken  by  the  Society  and  in  the 
national  economy  as  a  whole.  It  was  also 
felt  that  it  might  be  desirable  to  review, 
after  a  relatively  short  period,  the  con- 
cessions which  might  be  granted  to  certain 
classes  of  members. 

Examination  Fees 

During  recent  years  the  number  of 
entrants  to  the  Society's  examinations  has 
declined  and  the  examination  account  has 
fallen  into  deficit.  In  order  to  eliminate 
this  deficit  the  Council  propose  increas- 
ing the  fees  by  £1  Is.  per  subject. 

Publications 

It  was  recently  announced  that  the 
Council  had  appioved  a  proposal  to  alter 
the  basis  on  which  the  Society  accounts 
for  its  publications.  The  method  followed 
up  to  the  present  has  been  to  charge  into 


the  accounts  each  year  the  editorial  cost 
(mainly  salaries)  incurred  during  the  year 
in  the  preparation  of  new  editions  of  the 
Society's  publications.  As  a  result  the  pub- 
lications account  has  shown  deficits  in 
some  years  and  very  large  surpluses  in 
others.  It  has  now  been  decided  to  carry 
forward  the  cost  of  the  work  in  progress 
until  the  books  to  which  it  relates  have 
been  published. 

The  Council  gave  further  consideration 
to  the  position  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Journal  and  decided  to  make  some  in- 
crease in  advertisement  charges. 

Premises  Fee 

It  is  proposed  that  the  premises  regi- 
stration and  retention  fees  shall  be  in- 
creased from  £3  to  £5  with  effect  from 
January  1  next.  Whatever  may  be  the 
merits  or  demerits  of  relating  the  premises 
fee  to  the  size  of  the  shop,  the  practical 
difficulties  of  applying  such  a  scale  are 
so  great  that  it  is  considered  that  the 
premises  fee  should  continue  to  be  on  a 
fixed  basis.  It  is  estimated  that  the  new 
fee  will  yield  an  increase  in  income  of 
approximately  £31,000  in  1965  and  because 
of  the  falling  numbers  of  pharmacists 
rather  less  in  1966. 

General  Fund  Expenditure 

The  Society's  expenditure  in  maintaining 
its  present  activities  can  '  be  expected  to 
increase  pardy  as  a  result  of  the  continu- 
ing rise  in  wages  and  prices  generally  but 
also  because  of  the  increasing  part  which 
the  Society  is  playing  in  affairs  generally. 
In  addition,  certain  new  activities  and  ex- 
pansion of  existing  activities  are  contem- 
plated. It  has  long  been  felt  that  in  order 
to  assist  members  in  economic  matters  a 
small  study  unit  should  be  set  up  to  col- 
lect data  and  to  be  able  to  supply  statisti- 
cal and  other  information  when  required. 
It  is  intended  to  expand  the  Society's 
Department  of  Pharmaceutical  Sciences, 
particularly  in  the  field  of  the  quality  con- 
trol of  drugs.  The  Society  has  recently 
entered  into  a  joint  scheme  with  the 
General  Medical  Council  to  establish  a 
collection  of  British  Chemical  Reference 
Substances.  While  it  is  expected  that  this 
project  will  in  due  course  not  only  cover 
its  costs,  but  also  repay  the  initial  outlay, 
it  will  be  necessary  in  order  to  establish 
the  scheme  to  finance  it  during  its  early 
years.  In  order  to  bring  about  a  closer 
relationship  between  the  Council  and 
members  it  has  been  decided  to  improve 
the  Branch  system  and  to  increase  the 
transmission  of  information  from  head- 
quarters to  Branches  and  to  members.  It 
will  also  be  necessary  to  expand  the 
Society's  public  relations  activities,  both 
externally  and  intra-professionally.  Because 
of  lack  of  funds  the  Council  has  deferred 
the  implementation  of  some  of  these, 
although  preparatory  work  not  involving 
expense  will  be  undertaken  in  the  current 
year. 

Members  are  naturally  anxious  that  the 
Society's  affairs  should  be  carried  on  as 
economically  as  possible  and  they  may  be 
assured  that  this  is  so.  A  detailed  budget 
is  prepared  each  year  for  consideration  by 
the  Committees  concerned,  then  by  the 
Finance  Committee  and  finally  by  Coun- 
cil.    This  system  has  been  in  operation 


since  the  late  1930's.  At  each  Council 
Meeting  a  subcommittee  of  the  Finance 
Committee  examines  all  expenditure  dur- 
ing the  preceding  month  in  detail.  The 
Council  is  vigilant  to  see  that  proper 
economy  is  practised  in  all  matters  but 
they  believe  that  members  would  prefer  to 
face  an  increase  in  fees  rather  than  to  see 
the  work  and  influence  of  the  Society 
impaired  by  a  reduction  of  activities. 

Concessions  to  Members 

It  is  proposed  that  concessions  should 
be  granted  : 

(a)  To  members  between  the  ages  of 
sixty-five  and  seventy,  and 

(b)  To  members  not  fully  employed. 
While  not  all  pharmacists  between  the 

ages  of  sixty-five  and  seventy  are  retired 
or  semi-retired,  it  is  a  principle  recognised 
in  the  scales  of  fees  of  a  number  of 
Societies  that  members  who  have  paid  fees 
over  a  long  period  of  years  are  entided  to 
some  concession.  The  Council  therefore 
consider  that  no  increase  should  be  made 
in  the  present  fee  paid  by  members 
between  the  ages  of  sixty-five  and  seventy. 
It  is  not  intended  to  extend  this  conces- 
sion to  women  at  the  age  of  sixty,  because 
it  is  felt  that  a  differentiation  between 
members  on  grounds  of  sex  is  not  desir- 
able, but  mainly  because  retired  or  partly 
retired  women  between  the  ages  of  sixty 
and  sixty-five  will  benefit  from  the  follow- 
ing concession. 

The  Council  have  given  careful  con- 
sideration to  the  position  of  members  who 
are  employed  for  only  part  of  a  year.  It 
is  realised  in  particular  that  married 
women  pharmacists  provide  a  valuable 
reserve  of  locums  and  that  in  order  to 
encourage  them  to  stay  on  the  register, 
reduced  fees  should  be  charged.  It  is 
therefore  proposed  that  members  who  are 
employed  for  less  than  thirteen  weeks  or 
the  equivalent  in  a  year  shall  pay  a  lower 
fee  than  ordinary  members  and  that  this 
shall  be  £5  5s.  per  annum.  These  members 
will  be  asked  to  sign  a  statutory  declara- 
tion when  paying  their  retention  fees  as 
to  the  period  during  which  they  expect 
to  be  employed.  If  they  subsequently  find 
that  they  are  employed  for  a  longer 
period  than  thirteen  weeks,  they  will  be 
required  to  pay  the  balance  of  the  full 
fee. 

Members  aged  seventy  and  over  will 
continue  to  pay  a  retention  fee  of  £2  2s. 
per  annum. 

Overseas  Members 

It  is  proposed  to  increase  the  fee  for 
overseas  members  from  £2  2s.  to  £3  3s. 
and  it  is  hoped  that  pharmacists  resident 
abroad  will  be  prepared  to  pay  this  in- 
creased fee  in  order  to  maintain  their 
connection  with  the  Society  and  to  receive 
the  Society's  journal. 

The  fees  that  are  payable  for  the 
restoration  of  a  member's  name  to  the 
Register  of  Pharmaceutical  Chemists  and 
for  the  restoration  of  premises  to  the 
Register  of  Premises  were  last  increased 
in  1958.  It  is  now  proposed  to  increase 
them  from  £2  2s.  to  £3  3s. 

Registration  Fees 

Persons  who  apply  for  registration  as 
a   pharmaceutical   chemist  under  section 
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XX  of  the  by-laws  have  in  the  past  been 
required  to  pay  a  fee  of  £5  5s.,  irrespec- 
tive of  the  date  of  their  application.  It 
is  proposed  to  increase  this  fee  to  £8  8s., 
except  that,  where  applications  take  effect 
on  or  after  July  1  in  any  year,  the  fee 
will  be  reduced  to  £4  4s. 

Personal  Retention  Fees 

It  is  proposed  that  the  standard  reten- 
tion fee  shall  be  increased  from  £5  5s.  to 
£8  8s.  with  effect  from  January  1,  1965.  It 
is  estimated  that  this  will  yield  an  addi- 
tional income  of  about  £72,500  in  1965 
and  rather  more  in  1966  if  the  present 
trend  of  increase  in  membership  continues. 
Some  of  the  increase  in  the  member's  fee 
is  due  to  the  concessions  now  being  gran- 
ted to  certain  classes  of  members.  The 
main  reason  why  the  combined  extra  yield 
from  the  new  members  and  premises  fees 


needs  to  be  greater  than  that  which  was 
expected  from  the  previously  proposed 
increase  in  the  member's  fee  from  £5  5s. 
to  £9  is  that  they  are  being  brought  into 
operation  one  year  later.  At  the  beginning 
of  1963  the  General  Fund  Reserve 
amounted  to  approximately  £55,000.  This 
has  been  reduced  by  the  1963  deficit  of 
about  £11,000  in  spite  of  the  large  income 
resulting  in  that  year  from  sales  of  the 
British  Pharmaceutical  Codex,  1963,  and 
it  is  estimated  that  the  General  Fund  will 
have  to  borrow  from  the  Building  Fund 
to  the  extent  of  about  £40,000  during 
1964.  As  a  result  of  the  increased  fees 
and  very  largely  due  to  the  substantial 
income  expected  from  sales  of  a  new 
edition  of  the  Extra  Pharmacopoeia, 
Volume  I,  the  General  Fund  should  be 
able  to  repay  the  loan  from  the  Build- 
ing Fund  during  1965  and  by  the  end  of 


1966  have  a  small  surplus  in  hand.  This 

estimated    surplus  however    will   be  so 

small  that  it  will  be  necessary  for  the 

Council  to  review  the  position  again  in 

the  early  months  of  1966. 

SUMMARY  OF  PROPOSALS 
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Contractors  Tired  of  Being  Fobbed  Off 

CONFERENCE  PRESSES  FOR  EARLY  ACTION  ON  CLAIM 


THE  view  that  the  Ministry  of  Health 
was  "  dragging  its  feet "  in  the  N.H.S. 
negotiations  on  contractors'  remunera- 
tion was  put  by  a  number  of  repre- 
sentatives of  Pharmaceutical  Commit- 
tees at  their  Conference  in  London  on 
April  1.  They  were  critical  of  a  reply 
from  Sir  Bruce  Fraser  (see  p.  369)  to 
the  contractors'  claim  for  increased  re- 
muneration submitted  on  March  12. 
MR.  G.  J.  Hendra,  Truro,  asked  if 
Sir  Bruce  had  been  aware  of  the  extent 
of  the  "  standard  error "  to  which  he 
had  referred  in  the  letter,  or  whether 
it  had  been  "  sprung  on  "  the  Ministry? 
Mr.  H.  G.  Moss  (chairman)  said  he 
saw  no  reason  why  the  facts  should 
have  come  as  a  shock  to  Sir  Bruce.  The 
A.I.C.  report  had  been  in  the  Depart- 
ment's hands  for  some  time,  and  he 
had  no  justification  for  being  surprised. 
Mr.  Moss  had  earlier  reviewed  recent 
events  in  the  negotiations  and  explained 
the  six  major  "  notional  "  aspects  that 
had  to  be  agreed  (rents  of  owner-occu- 
pied properties,  allowances  for  accom- 
modation for  staff,  motor-car  expenses, 
"  dead "  stock)  and  the  two  outstand- 
ing problems  (wife's  salary  and  pro- 
prietor's salary).  In  his  letter  dated 
March  2  (see  C.  &  £>.,  March  28,  p. 
319)  the  Minister  had  accepted  that  a 
notional  figure  for  proprietary  salary 
should  not  be  swallowed  up  in  profits. 
Mr.  A.  G.  M.  Madge,  Plymouth, 
asked  what  the  Minister  meant  by 
"  negotiation  "  and  was  told  "  At  least 
he  didn't  say  by  '  consultation.' " 

A  Basis  for  Future 

The  new  approach  to  remuneration, 
said  Mr.  Moss,  would  enable  reference 
to  be  made  to  Board  of  Trade  indices 
when  submitting  future  claims. 

Calculating  by  the  new  method  would 
give  an  increase  in  fee  from  Is.  5jd. 
to  2s.  5id.,  with  some  decreases  in  on- 
cost. The  claim  as  submitted  would 
total  £9  millions  a  year  with  a  back 
claim  for  1962  of  approximately  £7-99 
millions  and  for  '63  of  £8-96  millions. 
He  told  Mr.  H.  Jarvis  Graves,  Devon 
and  Exeter,  that  nowhere  was  there 
any  suggestion  that  the  A.I.C.  was 
"  no  good,"  or  that  there  was  any  bias 
in  the  A.I.C.  report.  Mr.  R.  J.  Knibb, 


Durham,  asked  whether  the  real  trouble 
was  not  that  the  A.I.C.  inquiry  was  too 
much  in  favour  of  the  chemist?  Was 
the  Ministry  trying  to  back  out  "  behind 
a  load  of  figures?  "  and  did  the  Com- 
mittee think  any  success  was  likely  in 
the  next  two  years?  Mr.  Moss  replied 
that  the  Committee  felt  confident  of 
the  outcome  and  would  prefer  to  talk 
in  terms  of  months  rather  than  years. 

Six  Days  to  Reply 

Mr.  J.  Mansfield,  Kent  and  Canter- 
bury, thought  the  contractors'  Commit- 
tee had  done  a  good  job  but  suggested 
that  the  Ministry  should  be  asked  to 
reply  within  six  days.  Mr.  Jarvis 
Graves  suggested  there  might  be  seri- 
ous problems  in  the  event  of  a  change 
of  Government.  Mr.  Moss  did  not 
really  fear  that  situation.  Pharmacists 
had  a  good  case  and  there  was  a  gen- 
eral feeling  of  sympathy  in  Parliament 
in  respect  of  chemists'  remuneration. 
M.P.s  were  much  more  aware  of  the 
situation  than  they  had  been  in  the 
past.  Mr.  F.  H.  Bate,  Ottery  St.  Mary, 
pointed  out  that  the  present  inquiry 
had  begun  in  December  1961.  Although 
it  was  now  more  or  less  finished,  chem- 
ists seemed  once  more  to  be  coming  up 
against  obstruction  and  procrastination. 
They  must  drive  home  their  objectives 
before  the  general  election.  Mr.  Moss's 
comment  was  that  the  Contractors' 
Committee  intended  to  keep  the  heat 
on.  ..."  We  are  now  past  the  stage  of 
waiting  for  the  A.I.C.  report.  We  have 
put  in  a  claim  and  we  are  not  going 
to  relax."  Mr.  M.  Jackson,  Leeds, 
wanted  the  Committee  to  be  assured 
that  the  whole  of  pharmacy  was  behind 
the  claim  but  said  he  was  a  little 
disturbed  that  pharmacists'  salaries 
were  still  well  behind  those  of  other 
professional  men  and  hoped  that  the 
matter  would  not  be  overlooked.  Mr. 
Moss  assured  him  that  the  claim,  if 
met,  should  enable  salaries  to  be  in- 
creased and  the  system  adopted  should 
enable  them  to  keep  remuneration  up 
to  date.  That  was  the  great  advantage 
of  the  new  claim.  Mr.  E.  E.  Weeks, 
Isle  of  Wight,  asked  whether  or  not 
consideration  should  be  given  to  the 
appointment     of     a  public-relations 


officer  so  as  to  ensure  that  the  phar- 
macist's claim  was  publicly  made.  Mr. 
Moss  thought  that  pharmacists  were 
their  own  best  public-relations  officers, 
as  they  had  shown  over  Resale  Price 
Maintenance.  Mr.  G.  A.  Hutton,  West 
Riding,  said  the  inquiry  had  been  paid 
for  by  both  the  Ministry  and  the  con- 
tractors and  the  Ministry  should  accept 
its  results :  "  We  came  here  today  ex- 
pecting an  answer  and  we  haven't  got 
one."  Mr.  Moss  said  that,  at  the  time 
the  meeting  had  been  arranged,  the 
Committee  had  also  expected  an 
answer.  They  had  decided  to  hold  the 
meeting  in  its  absence  in  order  to  pro- 
vide representatives  with  background 
information  so  that,  when  the  final 
results  were  put  before  them,  they  and 
their  committees  would  be  able  to 
arrive  at  decisions.  Mr.  F.  J.  Reynolds, 
Birmingham,  asked  whether  copies  of 
letters  sent  to  the  Ministry  were  also 
sent  to  the  Minister :  he  had  received 
from  the  Minister  a  letter  saying  that 
the  subject  of  chemists'  remuneration 
was  complicated  but  there  had  been 
no  delay  in  dealing  with  it.  Mr.  Moss 
assured  the  meeting  that,  if  within, 
say,  ten  days  the  Committee  had  not 
heard  from  the  Ministry,  it  would  be 
prompt  to  ask  for  a  meeting  with  the 
Minister.  Mr.  G.  H.  Trott,  West  Sus- 
sex, asked  whether,  if  the  Ministry 
proved  to  be  "  stalling,"  the  Contrac- 
tors Committee  could  press  for  a  public 
inquiry,  and  Mr.  Moss  suggested  in 
reply  that  there  would  be  other  ways 
of  dealing  with  such  a  situation.  M.P.s 
were  generally  sympathetic  towards 
chemists  at  the  moment  and  that  could 
be  a  useful  lever.  Mr.  J.  P.  Murphy, 
Liverpool,  thought  that  the  problem 
of  a  possible  £1-2  million  overpayment 
was  worrying  the  Government  unduly. 

Not  Optimistic 

Mr.  M.  Gordon,  Leeds,  did  not  feel 
optimistic.  Many  M.P.s  were  ignorant 
that  negotiations  were  in  progress.  He 
did  not  think  that  the  claim  would  be 
met  by  the  present  government.  "  They 
know  they  are  on  the  way  out  and 
they  prefer  to  leave  the  next  Govern- 
ment to  meet  the  claim."  The  letter 
from  Sir  Bruce  Fraser  was  deliberate 
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procrastination.  He  felt  that  Ministry 
officials  had  received  instructions  that 
the  claim  must  not  be  met  during  the 
life  of  the  present  Government.  Mr. 
A.  H.  Preston,  Leicestershire  and  Rut- 
land, thought  "  the  heat  should  go  on 
immediately "  on  present  M.P.s  and 
prospective  candidates,  and  that  it 
should  be  directed  from  the  N.P.U. 
Mr.  Moss  thought  there  was  some 
merit  in  Mr.  Preston's  suggestion  but 
some  danger.  The  Committee  would, 
he  promised,  consider  it  at  the  next 
meeting.  Mr.  C.  Sampson,  Leicester, 
asked  whether,  if  a  satisfactory  reply 
was  not  received,  a  referendum  of  con- 
tractors could  be  arranged  "  seeking 
their  attitude  towards  withdrawal." 
Mr.  Moss  said  there  would  be  a  fur- 
ther conference  if  a  position  of  stale- 
mate was  r^-.-hed  with  the  Ministry. 
Later  he  suid  that  it.  in  two  or  three 
weeke'  time,  there  was  real  evidence 
that  the  Ministry  was  "  dragging  its 
feet,"  then  action  could  be  taken,  but 
members  should  wait  until  a  reply  had 
been  received  from  the  Ministry.  A 
member  called  from  the  floor  that  the 
Ministry  should  be  given  only  one 
week  to  reply.  Mr.  H.  N.  Espley.  Lan- 
cashire, said  pharmacy  had  received 
a  good  Press  lately  '*  headed  by  Sir 
Hugh's  magnificent  work  in  the  House 


of  Commons,"  but  wanted  the  Commit- 
tee to  organise  a  scheme  of  withdrawal 
of  service.  He  wanted  every  Branch 
secretary  to  obtain  from  each  con- 
tractor a  written  agreement  to  with- 
draw service,  if  90  per  cent,  of  con- 
tractors agreed  to  do  so.  The  consents 
should  be  sent  to  the  Contractors' 
Committee  to  put  in  its  hands  the 
strongest  possible  negotiating  weapon. 
M.-..  Preston  thought  that  withdrawal 
of  service  should  be  the  last  thing  to 
consider.  Pharmacists  had  strong  argu- 
ments to  support  their  case  without 
doin ;  that. 

The  meeting  approved  the  letter 
drafted  for  submission  to  the  Ministry 
(p.  369). 

Oxygen 

Mr.  Moss  reported  on  the  negotia- 
tions relating  to  the  supply  of  oxygen 
and  oxygen  equipment.  Mr.  E.  J.  W. 
Cuer,  West  Sussex,  suggested  that  the 
contractors  should  tell  the  Hospital 
Services  to  supply  the  oxygen.  During 
a  discussion  on  the  container  allow- 
ance it  was  suggested  that  a  date  should 
be  negotiated  with  the  Ministry  after 
which  the  use  of  a  bottle  would  be 
compulsory  when  dispensing  tablets. 
Mr.  Moss  said  it  was  the  Committee's 
intention  to  achieve  that. 


Rural-area  Dispensing 

Mr.  M.  Jackson,  Leeds,  requested 
the  Committee  to  go  into  the  matter 
of  rural-area  dispensing  so  soon  as 
present  negotiations  were  out  of  the 
way.  Mr.  Wright  said  that,  after  the 
main  claim  was  settled,  the  Executive 
intended  to  return  to  the  problem  of 
the  dispensing  doctor.  Evidence  needed 
to  be  provided  for  rural-area  Pharma- 
ceutical Committees.  Mr.  Hendra  sup- 
ported Mr.  E.  N.  Rigg,  Isle  of  Ely,  in 
asking  for  representatives'  opinions  on 
the  labelling  of  dispensed  medicines. 
The  Committee's  attitude,  said  Mr. 
Moss,  was  that  the  names  of  pharma- 
ceutical preparations  should  be  inclu- 
ded on  the  label  of  a  dispensed  medi- 
cine only  when  the  doctor  followed 
the  procedure  that  was  laid  down  in  the 
British  National  Formulary. 

At  the  last  two  Executive  Council 
conferences  a  resolution  to  support 
the  use  of  the  letters  N.P.  had  been 
defeated,  and  it  appeared  doctors  were 
not  unanimous  on  the  subject.  A  mem- 
ber from  the  West  Riding  of  Yorkshire 
suggested  that,  if  chemists  were  to 
keep  records  for  lazy  doctors,  then 
they  should  be  paid  for  it. 

It  was  decided  to  adjourn  the  Con- 
ference provisionally  until  Monday, 
June  1. 


N.P.U.  Branch  Representatives'  Conference 

RECENT  work  reviewed  and  new  ideas  advanced 


"  A  YEAR  of  tremendous  activity " 
was  how  Mr.  C.  H.  Smuk  ..Chairman, 
National  Pharmaceutical  Union)  des- 
cribed 1963-64  at  a  conference  of 
branch  representatives  in  London  on 
Atxil  7.  No  member,  he  said,  couid 
have  failed  to  notice  that  he  had  been 
receiving  mere  circulars  and  letters 
lrom  Queen  So-iuie  than  ever  before 
in  the  forty  odd  years  of  the  Union's 
exisi'nee.  No  praise  was  too  high  for 
all  concerned,  especially  the  "  king- 
pin "  of  the  rg^nisation :  Mr.  J.Wright 
(secretary).  In  marketing  matters  the 
Union's  horizon  had  considerably 
widened.  "  We  have  made  positive 
progress  in  our  liaisons  with  manufac- 
turers who,  now  that  they  can  see  our 
solidarity  increasing,  are  at  last  seeking 
to  consult  with  the  Union  about  their 
new  products  and  their  fresh  schemes 
for  selling.  It  seems  they  now  see  that 
their  future  prosperity  is  bound  up 
with  ours."  Progress  had  been  made  in 
associations  with  friends  in  Scotland 
and  Northern  Ireland  that  should  cul- 
minate in  a  solid  front  for  retail  phar- 
macy throughout  Great  Britain  and 
Northern  Ireland.  Resale  Price  Main- 
tenance, "  the  vital  topic  for  all  of  us 
as  well  as  for  millions  of  people  out- 
side pharmacy,"  had  evoked  the  strong 
response   of  members   and  branches. 

Unprecedented  Unity 

"  Nothing  has  been  seen  like  it  in 
pharmacy  before.  Every  interested  or- 
ganisation had  joined  in  the  onslaught 
— the  Society,  our  Union,  the  Proprie- 
tary Articles  Trade  Association,  Com- 
pany Chemists'  Association,  Proprie- 
tary Association  of  Great  Britain — all 
saying  the  same  thing,  that  medicines 
must  not  be  regarded  as  ordinary  mer- 


chandise." The  combined  effort,  if  not 
sufficient  to  gain  the  exemption  of 
medicines  from  the  abolition  of 
R.P.M.,  should  at  least  be  enough  to 
create  an  excellent  platform  from 
which  to  argue  pharmacists'  case  in  the 
forthcoming  legislation  on  medicines. 
Through  all  the  excitement  of  the  year, 
Bloomsbury  and  Queen  Squares  had 
moved  closer  together.  All  were  agreed 
that  Sir  Hugh  Linstead,  by  his  speeches 
and  actions  during  those  fateful  weeks, 
had  not  only  risked  his  political  career 
but  had  proved  himself  a  most  worthy 
fighter  for  pharmacy  (applause). 

Marketing  Policy 

After  the  report  had  been  accepted 
Mr.  G.  T.  M.  David  (chairman.  Mar- 
keting Policy  Committee)  dealt  with  the 
activities  of  the  Committee.  "  Whatever 
happens  over  R.P.M.",  he  said,  "  re- 
tail pharmacy  will  never  be  the  same 
again."  It  was  evident  that  the  Market- 
ing Committee  must  extend  its  co- 
operation with  manufacturers,  especi- 
ally those  who  preferred  to  restrict 
their  products  to  pharmacy.  The  syn- 
chronised display  scheme  had  been 
reasonably  successful,  and  it  had  pro- 
vided the  basis  for  manufacturers'  co- 
operation. Wholesalers'  fortunes  were 
bound  up  with  those  of  the  retailers 
and  many  of  the  smaller  wholesalers 
would,  with  the  going  of  R.P.M.,  have 
to  do  some  rethinking.  The  ideal 
would  probably  be  "  chains  sponsored 
and  controlled  by  retailers,  for  we 
want  to  ensure  that  we  do  retain  the 
control  of  our  future."  It  was  hoped 
to  establish  at  Queen  Square  a  market 
research  unit  which,  through  the  mar- 
keting panel,  would  bring  about  a 
wider  production  of  sponsored  pro- 


ducts. A  side  issue  would  be  rational- 
isation of  stocks.  There  might  be  op- 
portunity for  a  wider  range  of  "  fringe 
products  "  and,  given  information  also 
on  the  brand  leaders,  the  whole  opera- 
tion might  help  to  reduce  pharma- 
cist's stocks.  Strict  specifications  and 
quality  control  of  sponsored  products 
were  now  being  ensured,  but  they 
required  that  distribution  should  be 
adequate.  There  must  therefore  be 
active  selling  by  the  retailer.  The  com- 
mittee felt  that  the  potential  of  spon- 
sored products  had  not  yet  been 
reached  and  was  considering  whether 
an  advertising  fund  could  be  built  up 
to  support  such  products. 

Modernisation  Project 

The  pharmacy  modernisation  scheme 
had  produced  much  helpful  informa- 
tion and  had  resulted  in  the  develop- 
ment by  shopfitters  of  display  and 
storage  units  suitable  for  pharmacies. 
1964  was  going  to  present  a  challenge 
which  would  be  met  with  will  and 
determination.  Mr.  R.  Clitherow, 
Liverpool,  asked  why  the  N.P.U. 
Executive  and  Marketing  Policy  Com- 
mittee seemed  to  object  to  giving  quan- 
tity discounts  on  sponsored  products. 
Mr.  David  said  the  primary  concern 
was  for  all  members  to  get  them  at 
best  terms.  Mr.  F.  J.  Reynolds,  Bir- 
mingham, urged  the  Executive  to  bear 
in  mind  the  need  for  keenest  terms 
for  the  small  man.  Mr.  W.  A.  Bean- 
land,  East  Kent,  asked  whether  it 
would  not  be  possible  to  set  up  an 
N.P.U.  manufacturing  fund.  His  im- 
pression was  that  recently  one  com- 
pany could  have  been  bought  by  mem- 
bers instead  of  being  allowed  to  become 
a  subsidiary  of  a  larger  organisation. 
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He  wanted  the  N.P.U.  to  be  able  to 
take  over  such  companies  and  "  go 
into  actual  manufacturing."  Mr.  David 
replied  that  the  suggestion  was  being 
considered. 

Action  Over  R.P.M. 

Mr.  A.  Howells,  in  a  report  on 
action  taken  by  the  N.P.U.  over  Re- 
sale Price  Maintenance,  reminded 
members  to  say  "  Thank  you  "  to  the 
thirty -one  Conservative  M.P.s  who  had 
disobeyed  their  Whip  during  the  re- 
cent debate  in  Parliament.  The  fight, 
he  said,  was  not  yet  complete,  the 
next  step  being  to  amend  Clause  5 
of  the  Bill.  "  If  you  all  make  a  last 
all-out  effort  we  may  yet  win."  Mr.  K. 
Jenkins,  West  Herts,  said  that  a  fourth 
letter  he  had  just  received  from  his 
local  M.P.  made  it  apparent  that  the 
Member  was  "  walking  a  tight-rope 
between  the  Whip  and  the  electorate." 
The  M.P.'s  guarded  replies  had  over- 
looked the  point  that  pharmacists  had 
certain  professional  obligations  not 
laid  on  other  retailers.  That  concept 
must  be  "  hammered  home." 

In  a  review  of  shops  legislation,  and 
especially  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway 
Premises  Act,  1963,  Mr.  J.  Wright 
(secretary)  pointed  out  that  heavy  fines 
could  be  indicted  under  the  Act.  The 
Executive  had  strongly  emphasised  to 
the  Home  Office  that  the  small  trader 
was  against  longer  shopping  hours.  The 
Executive  believed  there  was  no  de- 
mand for  greater  flexibility  in  shop 
hours,  except  perhaps  for  some  free- 
dom of  choice  as  to  the  weekly  closing 
day.  There  was  a  definite  "  No  "  from 
the  conference  when  Mr.  Wright  asked 
members  if  they  thought  they  should 
be  allowed  to  sell  all  types  of  goods 
on  the  evening  of  the  early  closing 
day.  Mr.  P.  M.  Brown,  Hastings, 
thought  that  some  of  the  multiples 
were  trying  to  provide  a  five-day  week. 
Mr.  W.  Parker,  Tunbridge  Wells,  re- 
ported that  he  had  changed  his  half- 
day  to  Saturday  quite  arbitrarily,  and 
had  advertised  it  in  the  Press  (cries  of 
"  Oh ").  Mr.  M.  Gordon,  Leeds,  quo- 
ted from  a  letter  he  had  received  from 
a  Cabinet  Minister  that,  when  the 
Shops  Act  was  changed,  pharmacists 
would  "  be  able  to  give  a  service  to 
the  public  that  you  have  been  unable 
to  do  until  now." 

Mr.  J.  Ferguson  (executive  officer, 
N.P.U.)  then  reported  on  the  require- 
ments of  the  Employment  Act,  1963. 
He  hoped  the  kind  of  letters  needed 
to  be  exchanged  under  the  Act  would 
shortly  become  available  from  Queen 
Square.  He  told  a  questioner  that  it 
might  be  better  that  hours  of  service 
should  not  be  laid  down  in  a  docu- 
ment but  given  in  a  notice  in  the  shop. 

Mr.  J.  O.  Bond  dealt  with  staff 
training  courses  and  conferences.  The 
first  such  conference  in  Swansea  had 
been  highly  successful,  and  further 
conferences  had  been  arranged  in  the 
North  Metropolitan  area  on  April  9 
and  in  Birmingham  on  May  13.  Others 
would  probably  follow.  Mr.  I.  James, 
Swansea,  commended  the  staff  training 
conferences  to  other  members.  Mr. 
J.  H.  Keene,  West  Dorset,  suggested 
the  course  should  be  supplemented  by 
some  sort  of  questionnaire  giving  staff 
the  opportunity  for  further  discussion. 


Mr.  Smith  said  from  the  chair  that 
such  a  questionnaire  was  going  to  be 
sent  out. 

The  Conference  then  considered  a 
resolution  from  the  Cornwall  Branch 
"  That  the  N.P.U.  urge  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society  to  press  for  a  scale  of 
dispensing  fees  as  soon  as  possible." 
It  was  proposed  by  Mr.  G.  J.  Hendra, 
Truro,  and  seconded  by  Mr.  J.  Collins, 
Cumberland.  Mr.  Clitherow  saw 
little  benefit  for  the  N.P.U.  in  the  reso- 
lution. Mr.  T.  A.  Parker,  Grimsby 
and  North-east  Lines,  maintained  it 
was  high  time  pharmacists  were  paid 
on  a  time  basis.  Mr.  E.  C.  Evens, 
West  Ham,  thought  a  Pharmaceutical 
Society  scale  of  fees  might  be  accepted 
by  the  company  chemists.  Mr.  Jenkins 
said  the  question  was  being  raised  at  the 
Society's  Branch  Representatives'  meet- 
ing. The  Society  had  responded  to  some 
goading  lately,  and  it  might  be  a  good 
thing  to  continue  to  process.  Mr.  J. 
Wright  (secretary)  said  he  had  to  tell 
members  that  it  was  not  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  that  should  be  goaded, 
it  was  himself.  There  were  two  ways 
of  settling  professional  fees.  One  was 
merely  to  pluck  figures  out  of  the  air 
and  the  other  was  to  base  them  on  fac- 
tual information.  He  preferred  the 
latter.  It  could  withstand  challenge,  and 
the  results  would  also  be  acceptable 
to  the  Co-operative  societies  and  com- 
pany chemists.  The  Pharmaceutical 
Society's  Committee  had  gone 
thoroughly  into  the  question,  and  had 
decided  to  see  the  Central  N.H.S. 
Committee  and  Pharmaceutical  Stand- 
ing Committee,  Scotland.  It  had  been 
agreed  to  make  information  available 
from  the  A.I.C.  inquiry.  The  Society 
was  not  dragging  its  feet.  There  was 
even  a  doubt  whether  it  could  publish 
a  scale  of  fees  without  getting  involved 
in  Restrictive  Practices  legislation. 

Call  for  Early  Issue  of  Fees  Scale 

Members  finally  approved  a  resolu- 
tion in  the  terms  "  That  this  meeting 
approves  the  steps  already  taken  by 
the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  in  connection  with  the  pro- 
posed scale  of  fees  for  private  dispens- 
ing, and  looks  forward  to  the  publica- 
tion of  a  scale  of  fees  at  the  earliest 
possible  moment."  A  resolution  from 
the  Shropshire  and  Montgomeryshire 
Branch  calling  for  rota  payments  on  a 
one-hour  instead  of  a  half-hour  basis 
in  one-  or  two-chemist  areas,  was  not 
pursued  after  Mr.  J.  Wright  had  said 
that  the  Executive  intended  to  take  up 
the  question  again  after  the  comple- 
tion of  the  current  negotiations  on  re- 
muneration. Two  resolutions  next  con- 
cerned the  setting  up  of  machinery  for 
withdrawal  of  contractors  from  the 
National  Health  Service  "  should  it 
become  necessary."  Mr.  Moss  gave  the 
Committee's  view  that  any  attempt  dur- 
ing negotiations  to  organise  a  with- 
drawal of  service  would  be  against  the 
interest  of  contractors,  though  the 
situation  mieht  become  different  if 
there  were  deadlock.  Mr.  G.  Urwin, 
Northumberland  and  Gateshead,  re- 
called that,  a  little  over  two  years  pre- 
viously, contractors  had  been  robbed 
of  £2  millions  of  their  rightful  earn- 
ings: he  declared  that,  if  the  machinery 
for  ^'it^Hrawal  had  then  existed,  they 
would  not  have  been  treated  with  con- 


tempt by  the  Minister.  Mr.  M.  A. 
Guernier,  Portsmouth,  thought  mem- 
bers must  be  in  a  position  to  act.  Mr. 
R.  M.  Onley,  Nottingham,  said  that 
his  Branch  had  sent  out  forms  of  with- 
drawal, which  the  vast  majority  of 
members  had  signed  and  returned  to 
the  Branch  secretary  and  that  those 
who  had  not  signed  had  generally  in- 
dicated that  they  were  waiting  for  the 
Minister  of  Health's  reply  to  the  Con- 
tractors' Committee's  claim.  In  Not- 
tingham they  were  not  disposed  to  wait 
too  long.  Sooner  or  later  they  would 
have  to  use  the  power  of  withdrawing 
from  the  service.  Mr.  H.  S.  Jarvis, 
Croydon,  thought  the  time  for  such 
action  was  inopportune.  The  negotia- 
tions had  advanced  considerably  and 
might  be  nearing  a  successful  conclu- 
sion. Mr.  Gordon,  Leeds,  added  he 
was  not  prepared  to  fight  unless  he 
could  choose  his  own  ground.  Mr. 
Hendra  also  felt  it  was  not  the  time 
to  bring  up  the  matter  of  withdrawal. 
Mr.  Moss  said  the  Minister  was  not 
unaware  of  the  possibility  of  pharma- 
cists' withdrawal  from  the  service.  He 
had  made  the  point  clear  to  the 
Minister  that  it  was  becoming  more 
and  more  difficult  to  stifle  criticism 
amongst  the  contractors  and  that  there 
might  be  many  independent  withdrawals 
from  the  service.  Eventually  the  Con- 
ference decided  that  if,  within  the  next 
three  months,  no  satisfactory  solution 
had  been  found  to  the  question  of 
chemists'  remuneration,  then  the  Ex- 
ecutive and  Central  N.H.S.  Committee 
should  take  steps  to  set  up  machinery 
for  withdrawal  of  pharmacists  from 
the  National  Health  Service.  Mr.  A. 
Bull,  Portsmouth,  sought  permission 
from  the  chairman  to  ask  what  action 
had  been  taken  over  a  Leeds  resolu- 
tion to  gain  representation  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  on  the  Central 
N.H.S.  Committee.  Mr.  Moss  replied 
that  it  had  been  considered  inoppor- 
tune for  the  negotiators  to  "  swap 
horses  in  mid-stream." 

Pharmacists'    Evaluation    of  Fellow 
Pharmacists  ? 

Mr.  S.  G.  Bubb,  Bournemouth  and 
East  Dorset,  then  moved  that  the 
N.P.U.  should  be  more  sympathetic 
towards  claims  by  employee  pharma- 
cists for  increases  in  Joint  Industrial 
Council  rates  of  pay.  He  felt  that  the 
present  policy  adversely  affected  the 
standard  of  pharmacy  in  the  com- 
munity. The  J. I.C.  rates  could  not  but 
be  considered  by  outsiders  as  the 
pharmacists'  evaluation  of  pharmacists. 
Mr.  J.  Band,  Bournemouth,  seconded. 
He  said  that  the  fee  could  be  used 
against  proprietor  pharmacists  when 
discussing  "  notional  "  salaries.  Mr. 
A.  Aldington  pointed  out  that  the 
J. I.C.  scale  was  a  series  of  minimum 
rates,  but  the  motion  was  carried 
with  one  dissentient.  Mr.  K.  R.  Rut- 
ter,  Leeds,  proposed  "  That  the 
N.P.U.  Executive  form  a  subcommittee 
to  investigate  the  formation  of  a  cen- 
tral fund  with  the  object  of  purchasing 
or  obtaining  a  controlling  interest  in 
firms  manufacturing  for  pharmaceuti- 
cal retail  distribution  when  and  if 
these  became  available."  He  thought 
that  the  resolution  if  adopted  would 
enable  the  Executive  to  take  steps  to 
ascertain   the    reaction    of  members. 
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Promissory  notes  might  be  obtained 
from  members  wishing  to  invest  in 
pharmaceutical  firms,  the  Executive 
being  given  power  to  call  them  in  and 
proceed  in  accordance  with  the  resolu- 
tion. Mr.  F.  Mitchell,  Leeds,  thought 
the  idea  should  be  investigated  at  both 
Executive  and  Branch  levels.  Mr. 
David,  replying  for  the  Executive,  wel- 
comed the  resolution.  The  Executive, 
he  said,  would  like  to  know  what 
financial  support  could  be  obtained  for 
such  activities.  The  motion  was  car- 
ried unanimously. 

The  Conference  went  on  to  consider 
a  proposed  five-day  week  for  em- 
ployees. It  was  known  that  the  Boots 
organisation  had  introduced  an 
arrangement  whereby  assistants  were 
given  fifteen  extra  half-days  spread 
over  the  year.  The  move  seemed 
prompted  by  the  introduction  of  a  five- 
day  working  week  in  other  sections  of 
retail  distribution.  The  Executive  had 
also  considered  the  statement  on  the 
subject  issued  by  the  board  of  man- 
agement of  the  National  Chamber  of 
Trade  and  had  decided  that  the  prob- 
lem should  be  discussed  at  a  branch 
representatives'  conference  in  order  to 
obtain  a  cross-section  of  opinion 
throughout  England  and  Wales  on  the 
need  or  otherwise  for  a  change  in  pri- 
vate retail  pharmacy.  It  was  decided  to 
seek  an  opinion  through  the  N.P.U. 
Supplement.  A  representative  asked  if 
the  Executive  would  have  a  look  at 
the  question  of  staffing  at  Mallinson 
House.  "  There  was  no  suggestion 
that  the  N.P.U.  should  emulate  another 
society,"  but  it  did  seem  that  a  staff 
review  might  be  desirable.  The  chair- 
man said  that  the  staff  "  had  worked 
like  Trojans,"  but  the  recruiting  of 
staff  was  a  great  problem  in  the 
London  area. 

IN  PARLIAMENT 

THE  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  (Amend- 
ment) Bill  was  read  a  second  time  in 
the  House  of  Lords  on  April  7. 

Dangerous  Drugs  Bill 

Lord  Amulree  moved  the  second 
reading  of  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Bill 
in  the  House  of  LorHs  on  April  7. 
Lady  Summerskill  said  she  had  never 
known  a  Bill  of  such  social  importance 
to  be  left  to  a  Private  Member  to  intro- 
duce. She  felt  that  the  Drugs  (Preven- 
tion of  Misuse)  Bill  might  have  been 
introduced  at  the  same  time  so  that  they 
could  have  discussed  them  together.  "  It 
would  have  served  the  purpose  of 
focusing  the  attention  of  the  public  on 
the  serious  and  growing  menace  of 
these  drugs  of  addiction."  Lord  Der- 
went  said  the  Bill  had  the  support  of 
the  Government. 

LEGAL  REPORTS 

A  Sale,  Not  a  Service 

For  selling  poisons  otherwise  than 
under  the  supervision  of  a  registered 
pharmacist  Mr.  Benjamin  Gould, 
M.P.S.,  156  Bowring  Park  Road,  Liver- 
pool, 4,  was  recently  fined  £2  on  each 
of  three  summonses.  He  was  also 
ordered  to  pay  £21  costs.  Mr.  A.  C. 
Castle,  prosecuting  on  behalf  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  had  said  at  a 
previous  hearing  (see  C.  &  D.,  February 


29,  p.  197)  that,  when  the  inspector 
visited  Mr.  Gould's  pharmacy  on 
August  19,  he  noticed  in  the  dispensary 
three  National  Health  prescriptions 
containing  poisons  that  must  only  be 
sold  under  the  supervision  of  a  regis- 
tered pharmacist.  It  was  not  disputed 
by  Mr.  Gould  that  the  prescriptions 
had  been  dispensed  and  supplied  by  an 
unqualified  employee.  The  point  at 
issue,  it  was  argued,  was  whether  the 
poisons  had  been  sold  or  were  part  of 
a  service,  as  they  were  on  a  prescrip- 
tion supplied  by  a  doctor.  In  a  reserved 
judgment,  the  deputy  stipendiary 
magistrate  said  the  Act  had  been  passed 
to  protect  the  public  by  ensuring  that 
sales  of  such  substances  took  place  only 
under  supervision.  On  the  particular 
day  Mr.  Gould  had  been  in  London. 
If  the  defence  were  right  there  had 
been  no  sale,  the  whole  idea  of  the  Act 
would  be  made  nonsense.  In  his  view 
there  had  been  a  sale.  He  was  willing 
to  believe  that  Mr.  Gould  was  a 
highly  respected  pharmacist.  He 
assumed  that  the  person  who  made 
up  the  prescriptions,  though  not  quali- 
fied, was  fully  experienced.  Neverthe- 
less, he  had  not  complied  with  the  Act.

Surging  impatience,  born  of  a  mistrust  of  the  Ministry 
of  Health,  was  the  mood  of  both  the  conference  of 
Pharmaceutical  Committee  representatives  held  in  Lon- 
don on  April  1  and  the  conference  of  N.P.U.  Branch 
representatives  on  the  following  day  (pp.  357-58).  Rep- 
resentatives present  at  both  conferences  had  been  made 
aware  of  an  exchange  of  letters  between  the  Ministry 
and  the  National  Health  Service  (Chemist  Contractors) 
Committee  (p.  369).  They  were  justifiably  outraged  that 
the  Ministry,  having  found  the  results  of  the  A.I.C. 
inquiry  much  in  favour  of  the  contractors,  had  ap- 
parently become  loath  to  accept  it  without  procrastina- 
tion and  statistical  quibbling.  Sir  Bruce  Fraser's  concern 
at  the  "  standard  error "  was,  they  considered,  being 
expressed  at  an  unreasonably  late  stage  in  the  negotia- 
tions, and  his  demand  for  supporting  arguments  was 
held  to  be  no  less  untimely.  It  appeared  to  the  members 
present  that  the  Ministry  was  dealing  with  the  matter 
almost  as  if  it  had  only  recently  received  the  results  of 
the  inquiry.  In  fact,  both  sides  had  been  informed  of  its 
progress  at  all  successive  stages. 

As  taxpayers,  we  are  as  pleased  as  other  members  of 
the  community  to  approve  the  exercise  of  vigilance  in 
respect  of  Government  spending,  but  that  is  a  different 
thing  from  a  blanket  refusal  to  move.  No  excuse  is 
acceptable  for  further  procrastination  in  the  negotia- 
tions over  chemists'  N.H.S.  remuneration,  which  have 
already  been  going  on  for  two  years.  The  time  has  come 
for  the  final  resolution  of  outstanding  differences,  and 
the  forthright  terms  of  the  Central  N.H.S.  Committee's 
reply  should  be  appreciated  by  the  Ministry  for  what 
they  are.  If  the  Ministry  does  not  quickly  show  that  it 
gives  more  than  lip  service  to  the  major  parts  of  the 
A.I.C.  inquiry,  the  Contractors'  Committee  will  find  it 
difficult  to  prevent  individual  withdrawals  from  the 
National  Health  Service. 

Chemists  and  the  Consumer  Groups 

For  many  reasons  manufacturers  and  retailers  should 
pay  heed  to  the  views  of  their  potential  customers  ("  the 
consumer  "  in  some  modern  circles).  To  write  and  talk 
as  though  little  or  no  consideration  has  ever  been  paid 
to  the  consumer's  needs  (some  would  say  "  rights  ")  is  a 
trend  to  be  deprecated.  Some  of  us  were  brought  up  on 
the  dictum  "  the  customer  is  always  right "  and  the  best, 
most  successful  manufacturers  and  retailers,  have  never 
forgotten  it. 

Any  who  may  have  tended  to  forget  the  consumer 
must  now  take  account  of  the  activities  of  the  Govern- 


ment-sponsored Consumer  Council  and  Local  Consumer 
Groups  well  established  in  various  part  of  the  country. 
A  recent  list  of  local  groups  shows  that  they  are  estab- 
lished in  about  sixty  areas  and  that  around  two-thirds 
of  them  publish  their  own  new-sheets  ;  the  chairman  of 
the  National  Federation  of  Consumer  Groups  is  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Consumer  Council. 

For  retailers  to  ignore  the  existence  and  influence  of 
the  local  groups  is  unwise.  The  Economist  commented, 
about  a  year  ago,  that  "  a  voluntary  organisation  of  this 
kind  could  develop  into  a  more  articulate  and  more 
effective  sounding  board  for  the  interests  of  the  con- 
sumer than  the  Government-sponsored  and  financed 
Consumer  Council." 

The  idea  of  local  groups  was  first  mooted  by  some 
Consumers'  Association  members  at  a  conference  in 
Aylesbury  in  October  1961.  Some  speakers  at  the  con- 
ference foresaw  pitfalls  for  the  unwary  more  numerous 
than  those  mentioned  when  Which  ?  was  launched  in 
1957,  but  the  enthusiasts  carried  the  day,  and  less  than 
a  fortnight  after  the  conference  Oxford  formed  a  group 
that  has  served  as  a  prototype  for  the  others  that  have 
followed. 

Why.  it  may  be  asked,  should  the  pharmaceutical 
chemist  (particularly  the  independent)  concern  himcelf 
about  the  activities  of  such  a  local  group?  Briefly  for 
the  two  reasons  that  he  is  both  a  shopkeeper  and  him- 
self a  consumer.  He  may  regard  the  latter  reason  as  being 
the  lesser  in  importance,  though  most  of  us  are  dissatis- 
fied with  some  aspects  of  the  local  services  available 
to  us. 

Members  of  local  groups  are  not  necessarily  mem- 
bers of  the  Consumers'  Association  but,  like  them,  tend 
to  be  articulate  and  vocal,  well  able  to  express  them- 
selves in  speech  and  writing.  "  More  men  than  women 
join  the  groups,  many  of  these  with  a  scientific  or  tech- 
nical background,  and  the  prime  movers  are  husband- 
and-wife  teams  who  somehow  manage  to  lay  on  a  baby- 
sitter when  a  meeting  has  to  be  attended." 

A  new  group  usually  deals,  first,  with  surveys  which 
investigate  supplies  and  services  within  its  area.  The 
findings  are  nearly  always  publicised  in  local  papers  and 
have  often  been  the  subject  of  comment  in  the  national 
Press.  They  are  not  restricted  to  group  members  but 
are  read  by  other  local  consumers  as  well  as  the  trader 
or  proprietor  of  the  business  enterprise  most  intimately 
concerned.  It  is  only  fair  to  add  that  the  surveys  often 
cover  aspects  of  local  government  too,  such  as  planning 
or  sanitation.  There  is  no  suggestion  that  the  reports  are 
unfair.  What  is  being  suggested  is  that  it  may  be  advis- 
able to  offer  co-operation  to  ensure  their  accuracy 
especially  in  scientific  rather  than  political  matters,  and 
even  more  so  in  professional  problems. 

The  London  Daily  Mirror  recently  devoted  some 
space  to  an  article  which  is  likely  to  have  stimulated 
direct  interest  with  such  remarks  as  "  These  consumer 
groups  are  going  to  keep  shopkeepers  on  their  toes. 
They  will  help  to  make  shoppers  look  lively,  too.  For 
their  reports  show  just  how  much  it  pays,  in  good  hard 
cash,  to  shop  around  before  you  buy."  So  far,  groups 
may  have  restricted  their  pharmaceutical  inquiries  to 
out-of-hours  dispensing  services.  It  cannot  be  long 
before  some  of  them  undertake  other  surveys  of  more 
concern  to  a  chemist,  somewhere,  as  a  shopkeeper  rather 
than  as  a  professional  man.  A  list  of  the  groups  is  avail- 
able from  the  Federation  of  Consumer  Groups,  13  Buck- 
ingham Street,  London,  W.C.2. 
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BUYING  SHOP  PREMISES 

Excerpts  from  a  book,  "  The  Independent  Retailer,"  by  Alan  Fiber,  that  is  being  published 
by  William  Heinemann,  Ltd.,  in  May  and  are  here  given  by  arrangement  with  the  publishers. 


WHEN  beginning  the  search  for  a  specific  shop,  the 
first  step  is  to  list  all  the  requirements,  including  the 
limits  of  the  acceptable  alternatives.  Important  ques- 
tions will  be  whether .  .  .  scope  to  earn  a  target  profit  exists; 
the  limit  of  purchase  price;  the  size  of  the  shop  and 
whether  it  will  cover  any  special  needs,  such  as  extra 
large  storage  space;  and  the  type  of  living  accommodation, 
attached  or  located  nearby. 

The  retailer  is  faced  immediately  with  the  choice  of 
buying  a  shop  already  in  his  line  of  business,  or  empty 
premises;  or  a  shop  dealing  in  some  other  trade  that  would 
have  to  be  changed.  Individual  circumstances  determine 
whether  the  advantages  outweigh  the  disadvantages  of  buy- 
ing a  going  concern,  but  it  is  important  to  bear  in  mind 
that  the  shop  may  be  badly  located,  that  it  may  have  a 
bad  name  in  the  district,  that  some  people  in  the  neigh- 
bourhood may  have  the  habit  of  deliberately  not  purchas- 
ing in  the  shop,  and  that  the  purchaser  may  be  saddled,  at 
least  for  a  time,  with  the  seller's  unwise  choice  of  fittings 
and  stock. 

On  the  other  hand,  it  may  be  possible  to  get  a  bargain 
because  the  seller,  for  personal  reasons,  is  in  a  hurry  to 
leave;  but  a  convincing  story  is  often  told  to  make  per- 
sonal reasons  appear  to  be  the  excuse  for  selling  a  badly 
located  shop.  If  the  seller  is  a  good  retailer  he  passes  on 
the  benefit  of  his  experience  about  fittings  and  what  to 
stock.  Usually  there  is  less  risk  of  failure  icr  the  new 
retailer  because  most  of  the  existing  customers  are  likely 
to  continue  to  use  the  shop.  But  this  last  advantage  may 
not  be  so  great  as  it  first  appears:  the  changing  pattern  of 
retailing  may  be  affecting  the  shop's  trade. 

Making  an  Offer 

If  the  purchaser  concludes  that  the  price  asked  for  the 
goodwill  is  reasonable  he  can  make  an  offer.  Even  if  his 
estimation  of  goodwill  value  is  far  below  the  stated  price, 
he  should  still  make  his  offer,  just  in  case  it  is  not  refused. 
But  rather  than  pay  an  unrealistic  price,  he  may  well  do 
better  to  buy  an  empty  shop,  or  a  shop  in  another  line  of 
business  with  a  low  goodwill  value,  and  to  change  its 
trade. 

Whether  or  not  a  going  concern  is  bought  it  is  vital 
to  have  professional  help  from  an  accountant  and  a  solici- 
tor, and,  nearly  always,  a  surveyor,  as  well  as  checking 
with  one's  own  market  research.  Each  professional  man 
employed  should  act  solely  for  the  buyer:  it  never  pays 
to  use  the  same  man  as  the  seller.  Such  an  outlay  of  a  few 
guineas  in  fees  is  vastly  offset  by  having  experienced 
specialists  working  solely  in  one's  own  interest.  Not  only 
do  they  check  the  accuracy  of  many  of  the  seller's  state- 
ments, but  they  can  often  provide  the  ammunition  for 
negotiating  a  reduction  in  various  elements  of  the  purchase 
price. 

A  buyer  must  expect  to  find  that  the  business  for  sale 
has  been  described  as  a  most  attractive  prospect;  in  an 
estate  agent's  of  business  transfer  agent's  prospectus,  every 
item  ought  to  be  checked.  Its  only  value  is  that  it  gives 
a  rough  indication  of  the  business  so  that  possible  buyers 
can  decide  whether  to  consider  it  more  closely. 

Whether  a  retailer  finds  a  prospective  shop  through  an 
estate  agent,  business  transfer  agent,  or  by  other  means, 
fullest  details  must  be  obtained.  No  potential  buyer  ever 
need  be  shy  about  asking  questions:  it  is  his  right,  and 
no  good  businessman  would  leave  any  doubt  in  his  mind 
unanswered  before  committing  himself  to  such  a  major 
purchase.  Furthermore,  a  businesslike  approach  wins  re- 
spect from  the  seller  and  his  advisers.  Small  shops  are 
declining  more  than  ever  in  the  face  of  big-business  compe- 


tition. To  purchase  a  business  in  such  circumstances  with- 
out checking  every  important  aspect  that  can  be  checked 
would  be  foolish. 

Sellers,  and  even  more  so  their  agents,  frequently  try  to 
rush  a  buyer  into  making  a  purchase  by  speaking  of  other 
interested  parties  who  are  in  a  hurry  to  buy.  Often  this  is 
untrue,  but  if  they  exist,  they  too  will  want  to  investigate 
and  check  the  details.  The  chance  of  being  beaten  in  a 
race  to  buy  is  extremely  slight  compared  with  the  risk  of 
rushing  into  an  unfavourable  purchase.  Buyers  are  usually 
in  a  strong  position.  They  are  not  forced  to  buy  any  par- 
ticular shop  at  any  particular  time,  but  the  seller  is 
normally  in  a  hurry  to  sell.  ' 

An  appointment  should  be  made  to  meet  the  seller  at 
the  shop,  preferably  during  trading  hours.  But  this  may 
be  inconvenient  for  the  seller,  especially  if  he  has  no  one 
to  serve  customers  calling  during  the  meeting.  It  is  not 
important  for  the  potential  purchaser  to  visit  during  trading 
hours :  if  it  seems  later  that  this  is  the  shop  the  purchaser 
is  looking  for  he  will  return. 

It  is  preferable,  however,  to  visit  the  shop  during  daylight 
hours  so  that  the  locality,  the  immediate  competition,  and 
the  outside  of  the  premises  can  be  seen  before  the  meeting. 

The  central  problem  at  this  stage  is  to  obtain  a  rough 
check  on  the  figure  quoted  for  gross  profit;  expenses  can 
be  verified  fairly  easily,  so  once  gross  profit  is  known  with 
reasonable  accuracy,  a  good  guide  exists  to  real  net  profit. 

Having  seen  the  premises,  having  had  a  glance  at  the 
neighbourhood,  and  having  obtained  a  vague  idea  about 
competitors,  the  potential  purchaser  can  decide  whether 
to  take  the  matter  further.  If  the  net  profit  seems  a  fair 
return  for  his  expected  efforts  and  everything  else  seems 
satisfactory  he  will  then  ask  an  accountant  to  help  him 
investigate  further. 

If  subsequent  investigation  reveals  that  although  the 
purchase  price  of  the  shop  is  fair  and  everything  else  satis- 
factory, the  business  is  already  trading  near  the  maximum 
possible  for  the  district,  an  energetic  retailer  who  has 
good  grounds  for  considering  he  is  above  average  as  a 
shopkeeper  may  think  twice  about  the  purchase.  No 
matter  how  hard  he  works  he  will  be  able  to  improve  his 
business  only  marginally,  while  he  will  have  paid  the  seller 
for  having  built  up  the  trade.  A  business  running  below  its 
potential  offers  such  a  man  greater  scope. 

When  the  decision  to  buy  a  particular  shop  has  been 
made  and  the  price  agreed,  the  only  remaining  point  to 
consider  is  the  value  of  the  stock.  As  previously  mentioned, 
usually,  the  purchaser  is  in  the  strong  position  and  can 
dictate  the  terms  on  which  he  will  buy  the  stock.  He  need 
only  take  wl  at  he  wants  and,  sometimes,  at  less  than  cost 
price  if  any  item  is  damaged,  outdated,  or  not  suitable  for 
the  shop.

Nomen  Proprium

Adapting  to  Change 

Sir, — I  sympathise  with  Mr.  C.  H. 
Patrick  ("Why  The  Drug  Bill 
Frightens,"  C.  &  D.,  March  21,  p.  284) 
in  his  diatribe  over  remuneration  for 
pharmacists,  but  his  protest  is  mis- 
directed. The  Minister  of  Health  should 
surely  be  the  target — not  the  industry. 
Mr.  Patrick  can  hardly  be  so  naive  as 
to  imagine  that  the  Minister  would 
transfer  to  chemists'  remuneration  any 
monetary  gain  from  a  reduction  of 
manufacturers'  profits.  The  fact  is  the 
Minister  of  Health  and  his  advisers 
appear  to  regard  the  practice  of  phar- 
macy, both  in  hospitals  and  in  retail 
establishments,  as  a  subordinate  occu- 
pation within  the  Health  Service.  Mr. 
Patrick  is  not  presenting  a  picture  of 
pharmacy  as  a  profession  by  suggest- 
ing that  it  should  revert  to  the  archaic, 
so-called  skills  of  pestle-pounding  and 
topping-up  "  mistura  ut  ante  "  from  the 
tap.  Certainly  there  is  no  skill  and 
knowledge  required  to  scrape  labels, 
and  there  is  not  much  more  required  to 


prepare  B.N.F.  mixtures.  Pharmacists 
who  consider  such  activities  to  be  the 
yardstick  of  professional  pharmacy 
need  not  be  surprised  that  so  little 
value  is  placed  on  their  services.  The 
drug  bill  should  not  frighten  Mr. 
Patrick,  but  he  ought  to  be  terrified 
by  the  refusal  of  many  pharmacists  to 
accept  and  adapt  themselves  to  the 
changing  order.  I  recommend  him  to 
read  the  report  of  a  talk  given  by  Mr. 
George  Teeling-Smith  at  an  evening 
meeting  of  the  Society,  published  in 
two  parts  in  the  C.  &  D.,  March  21 
and  28.

Teenage  Traffic  in  "Purple  Hearts" 

Sir,  —  I  expect  most  pharmacists 
were  rather  shattered  to  read  in  their 
Sunday  papers  that  teenagers  at  Easter 
took  "  purple  heart "  tablets  to  Clacton 
in  shoe  boxes,  and  completely  stag- 
gered, as  I  was,  to  hear  boasts  in  a 
television  programme  that  they  were 
taking  as  many  as  fifty  a  day,  ninety 
a  day.  and  "  a  minimum  of  ten  "  a  day, 
and  so  on.  Two  young  pushers  who 
were  interviewed  (back  to  camera  of 
course)  openly  boasted  of  making  £60- 
70  a  week  selling  5,000  tablets.  I  really 
began  to  wonder  what  sort  of  age  I 
was  living  in.  Asked  why  he  did  it,  one 
"pusher"  replied:  "Eve  got  to  live." 
He  was  not  in  the  least  concerned 
about  what  he  was  doing.  Neither,  of 
course,  were  the  buyers.  I  doubt  if 
any,  even,  of  our  bigger  chemists  make 
clear  tax-free  £70  a  week  on  Schedule 
4  or  D.D.A.  drugs.  From  figures  I 
have  seen  it  appears  more  than  50  per 
cent,  of  private  pharmacies  take  less 
than  £70  a  week  on  National  Health 
Service  dispensing  working  Sundays  and 
half-days.  As  a  matter  of  interest  the 
girl  who  took  200  tablets  a  day  at 
sixpence  or  ninepence  each  did  not 
work.  She  could  not  hold  a  job  down ! 
Such  glorification  of  teenagers  and 
teenage  crime  is  bad  for  both  the  com- 
munity and  the  teenager.  Nevertheless,  it 
is  useless  to  inflict  any  more  schedules 
or  restrictions  on  the  already  over- 
worked pharmacist.  It  seems  rather 
ridiculous  to  fine  a  chemist  £25  for  sup- 
plying twenty-five  Dexedrine  tablets 
without  prescriptions  when  so  many  are 
in  circulation  illicitly.  To  end  on  a 
light  note,  we  have  our  old  farmer  who 
persistently  asks  me  for  "purple  hearts" 
because  he  hopes  his  pigs,  if  given 
them,  will  produce  many  more  piglets.

Quality  Control 

Sir, — -I  was  interested  to  see  that 
Hospital  Pharmacist  writing  on 
qualitv  control  (C.  &  D.,  March  28, 


,  not  necessarily 
views  expressed. 

p.  308)  appreciates,  as  pointed  out  by 
Mr.  Stock  in  his  survey  of  injection 
products,  that  buying  from  firms  with 
a  known  pharmaceutical  background 
is  not  a  sufficient  guarantee  of  quality. 
I  have  previously  pointed  out  that  price 
is  no  indication  of  quality  in  respect 
of  pharmaceutical  products.  Likewise 
a  proprietary  name  does  not  confer 
superior  quality  over  a  similar  non- 
proprietary article  complying  with 
official  requirements.  We  have  heard 
much  of  late  of  so  called  "  built-in  " 
quality  but,  as  Hospital  Pharmacist 
rightly  points  out,  it  is  the  end  pro- 
duct that  matters  most.  The  suggestion 
by  Hospital  Pharmacist  that  pharma- 
cists in  general  practice,  and  hospital 
pharmacists,  should  test  their  stocks, 
shows  a  lack  of  understanding  of  the 
knowledge  and  skill  required  to  under- 
take this  type  of  work.  It  is  not  by 
chance  that  most  of  our  large  phar- 
maceutical firms  employ  analytical 
chemists  and  not  pharmacists  to  con- 
trol the  quality  of  their  products.  Our 
large  manufacturers  are  not  exaggerat- 
ing when  they  stress  the  high  cost  of 
quality  control.  The  equipping  of  a 
laboratory  for  the  quality  control  of 
drugs  demands  a  large  capital  outlay 
with  adequate  funds  available  for  keep- 
ing up  to  date  with  modern  methods 
of  testing.  The  current  British  Phar- 
macopoeia, for  example,  now  requires 
infra-red  spectrophotometric  identity 
tests  on  a  number  of  substances,  a 
suitable  instrument  for  carrying  out 
such  tests  costing  not  less  than  £2,000. 
A  gas  chromatograph  must  now  also 
be  considered  essential  in  any  drug 
testing  laboratory  and  suitable  instru- 
ments cost  a  minimum  of  around 
£1,000.  The  quality  control  testing  of 
drugs  is  clearly  a  highly  specialised 
branch  of  analytical  chemistry,  which 
must  be  undertaken  in  laboratories 
adequately  equipped  for  this  type  of 
work.

Statutory  Committee 

A  PHARMACIST'S  NAME  REMOVED  FROM  REGISTER 


THE  Statutory  Committee  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  met  on  April  3.  One 
decision  of  the  Committee  was  to  order 
the  removal  of  the  name  of  Mr.  Nor- 
man H.  Leaper,  Cell  Farm,  Church 
Road,  Old  Windsor,  Berks,  from  the 
Register  of  Pharmaceutical  Chemists. 
Mr.  A.  C.  Castle  (solicitor),  placing 
the  facts  before  the  Committee,  said 
that  Mr.  Leaper  had  been  convicted  at 
the  West  London  magistrates'  court,  on 
August  3,  1963,  of  having  received,  at 
35  Gloucester  Road,  London,  S.W.7,  on 
luly  3,  1962,  thirteen  cameras  valued  at 
over  £653,  knowing  them  to  have  been 
stolen.  Mr.  Leaper  had  been  sentenced 
to  a  fine  of  £100  with  £21  costs, 
or  to  three  months  in  prison.  After 
evidence  had  been  given  by  a  police 
officer,  Mr.  Leaper  told  the  Com- 
mittee that  two  people  had  come  into 
the  pharmacy  and  offered  him  the 
cameras,  which  were  scratched  and 
"  unboxed."  He  believed  the  cameras  to 
have  been  second-hand,  and  had  been 
told  they  were  bankrupt  stock.  Later 
Mr.  J.  C.  Leonard  (chairman)  said  that 
the  Committee  had  found  the  convic- 
tion proved,  and  it  was  of  a  character 
rendering  him  liable  to  have  his  name 
removed  from  the  Register.  "  We  shall 
now  consider  whether  we  ought  to 
make  that  or  some  other  direction." 
Mr.  Castle  then  gave  details  of  the 
previous  history  of  the  pharmacist, 
whose  first  conviction  had  been  at  Bow 
Street,  London,  magistrates'  court  in 
September  1938  for  stealing  two  maga- 
zines from  a  bookstall.  In  May  1944  he 
had  been  convicted  of  being  an  acces- 
sory before  the  fact  in  the  use  of  an 
instrument  to  secure  an  abortion,  and 
had  been  sentenced  to  four  years'  penal 
servitude.  In  1958,  at  Marylebone,  Lon- 
don, magistrates'  court  he  had  been 
fined  £3,  with  £5  5s.  costs,  for  selling 
penicillin  ointment  without  a  prescrip- 
tion, contrary  to  the  Therapeutic  Sub- 
stances Act,  1956,  and  on  February  27, 
1958,  had  been  fined  £25  and  £26  5s. 
on  charges  of  stealing  socks.  The  Sta- 
tutory Committee  had  removed  Mr. 
Leaper's  name  from  the  Register  follow- 
ing the  1944  conviction,  but  it  had  been 
restored  in  May  1949.  In  respect  of  the 
Therapeutic  Substances  Act  conviction 
the  Committee  had  given  Mr.  Leaper  a 
severe  warning.  After  an  inquiry  into 
the  sock-theft  conviction  he  had  re- 
ceived a  warning.  Giving  the  Commit- 
tee's decision,  Mr.  Leonard  said :  "  The 
Committee  feel  it  their  duty  to  the  pro- 
fession to  order  the  removal  of  your 
name  from  the  Register.  You  were 
warned  in  1958  that  no  further  con- 
sideration could  be  shown  to  you  by 
your  professional  body,  and  I  am  sorry 
to  say  you  have  not  taken  heed  of  the 
warning.  You  have  a  right  to  appeal, 
and  you  have  a  right  to  apply  in  due 
course  for  your  name  to  be  restored. 
I  tell  you  that,  but  it  must  not  be  taken 
as  encouraging  you  to  do  either." 

Purchased  Stolen  Goods 

The  Committee  next  considered  a  case 
in  which  the  secretary  of  a  body  cor- 
porate had  on  two  occasions  received 


100  Achromycin  capsules,  the  property 
of  a  wholesale  chemist,  knowing  them 
to  have  been  stolen.  The  secretary  was 
not  a  registered  phamacist  but  was  a 
director  and  substantially  the  owner  of 
the  company.  The  case  had  been  heard 
at  the  Essex  Quarter  Sessions.  The  sec- 
retary had  pleaded  guilty  and  been 
given  a  conditional  discharge  and 
ordered  to  pay  costs.  The  Committee 
was  informed  that  a  vanman  had  offered 
the  capsules  to  the  secretary,  who  had 
yielded  to  temptation  and  bought  them 
on  each  occasion  for  £1,  a  price  far 
below  the  correct  price  of  the  drugs.  In 
giving  the  Committee's  decision  the 
Chairman  said  that  the  conduct  in  ques- 
tion "  is  of  a  kind  which  would  justify 
in  the  Committee's  opinion  the  making 
of  one  or  other  of  the  directions  auth- 
orised by  Section  9  of  the  Act  of  1933 
as  amended."  What  was  involved  was 
not  only  theft  but  also  defrauding  the 
company's  suppliers.  Two  other  cases 
had  come  before  the  Committee  on 
similar  facts  on  the  last  previous  occa- 
sion on  which  the  Committee  had  sat, 
and  it  was  proposed  to  deal  with  the 
case  as  in  those  two,  namely  to  defer 
consideration  for  a  period  of  twelve 
months.  The  Committee  imposed  the 
condition  that  the  company  should 
afford  all  reasonable  facilities  to  the 
Society's  inspectors  over  a  period  of 
twelve  months  to  check  on  the  way  the 
business  was  being  conducted. 

Altered  Prescriptions 

Another  postponed  decision  by  the 
Committee  resulted  from  an  inquiry 
into  the  case  of  a  pharmacist  who  had 
at  Whitehaven,  Cumberland,  magis- 
trates' court,  pleaded  guilty  to,  and 
been  convicted  of,  twelve  offences  of 
forging  prescriptions;  he  had  been  fined 
a  total  of  £300,  with  £52  10s.  costs. 
Placing  the  facts  before  the  Committee, 
Mr.  Castle  said  the  pharmacist  had 
increased  the  quantity  of  drugs  pre- 
scribed by  doctors  on  National  Health 
Service  prescriptions  so  that,  when  the 
prescriptions  were  received  by  the 
pricing  bureau,  the  pharmacist's  com- 
pany would  receive  greater  remunera- 
tion than  it  was  entitled  to.  He  made 
it  quite  clear  that  the  pharmacist  had 
not  benefited  personally  from  the  for- 
geries. It  had  been  suggested  to  the 
magistrates,  and  accepted  by  the  prose- 
cution, that  he  had  been  trying  to  boost 
the  remuneration  received  for  dispensing 
at  that  branch.  During  evidence  it 
was  pointed  out  that  the  pharmacist 
was  managing  one  of  two  pharmacies 
controlled  by  an  aunt,  who  was  critical 
of  the  way  in  which  the  pharmacist  was 
conducting  the  business.  Under  stress 
of  that  criticism,  and  of  a  family  dis- 
pute, he  had  increased  the  quantities  of 
drugs  prescribed  by  the  doctor  on  a 
number  of  prescriptions  in  order  to 
increase  the  dispensing  turnover  of  the 
branch.  Giving  the  Committee's  de- 
cision, the  Chairman  said  the  convic- 
tion had  been  found  proved.  The  con- 
viction of  a  professional  man  for  offen- 
ces involving  forgery  and  dishonesty 
was  a  serious  matter,  but  the  Commit- 


tee had  decided  to  postpone  decision 
for  twelve  months  on  consideration  of 
what  they  had  been  told.  Mr.  Leonard 
told  the  pharmacist :  "  The  cause  of  the 
foolish  criminal  action  was  a  family 
dispute  for  which,  on  the  facts  as  pre- 
sented to  the  Committee,  they  are  un- 
able to  see  that  you  were  in  any  way 
to  blame.  But  unfounded  criticisms  by 
an  aunt  do  not  justify  forgery  or  de- 
frauding the  public.  The  Committee 
will  require  you  in  twelve  months'  time 
to  appear  again  and  produce  at  least 
two  testimonials  to  your  conduct  in  the 
meantime,  one  of  them  from  a  fellow 
pharmacist." 

False  Description 

In  a  third  case  a  warning  that,  when 
medical  opinion  changed,  it  was  the 
duty  of  the  pharmacist  to  keep  up  to 
date  was  given  to  the  pharmacist  owner 
of  a  proprietary  product,  the  label  of 
which  falsely  described  the  drug  as 
"  slimming  tablets."  The  pharmacist 
had,  at  Leeds  city  magistrates'  court, 
on  December  10, 1963,  pleaded  guilty  to 
a  Food  and  Drugs  Act  offence,  and  had 
been  fined  £5  with  £111  17s.  costs. 
Mr.  A.  C.  Castle  placed  the  facts  be- 
fore the  Committee,  and  the  pharmacist 
was  represented  by  counsel.  The  Com- 
mittee was  told  that  the  pharmacist,  by 
virtue  of  being  the  owner  of  a  trade 
name,  was  responsible  for  the  manu- 
facture of  the  product,  which  was  issued 
as  tablets  containing  vitamin  Bl,  sodium 
tauroglycocholate  and  phenolphthalein. 
Evidence  had  been  given  before  the 
Leeds  magistrates  that  the  tablets  had 
no  value  or  virtue  as  slimming  tablets, 
and  that  the  only  therapeutic  substance 
was  phenolphthalein,  which  was  not  a 
remedy  for,  or  efficacious  in,  cases  of 
overweight  or  obesity.  Mr.  Castle  said 
he  ought  to  mention  that  that  type  of 
preparation  had  been  sold  as  a  remedy 
for  overweight  for  many  years:  the 
certificate  of  conviction  was  not  dis- 
puted. The  Chairman  announced  that 
the  Committee  proposed  to  make  no 
direction,  adding  that  it  amounted  to  a 
finding  of  not  guilty,  but  he  thought  it 
right,  in  view  of  the  nature  of  the 
offence,  to  add  a  few  words  explaining 
the  Committee's  decision.  "  Ordinarily 
selling  a  preparation  or  drug  under  a 
label  that  falsely  or  incorrectly  des- 
cribes its  qualities  is  an  offence  not  only 
punishable  under  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Act,  1955,  but  which  must  concern  the 
profession  of  which  you  are  a  member. 
The  public  are  entitled  to  be  protected 
against  any  wrong  description  on  a 
label.  That  is  the  object  of  the  relevant 
provisions  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act. 
and  the  pharmacist  plays  an  important 
part  in  carrying  out  the  purposes  of 
that  Act  and  other  Acts  that  aim  at 
giving  the  public  protection.  You  have 
for  at  least  thirty  years  been  selling  a 
preparation  under  the  description 
*'  slimming  tablets "  in  the  bona-fide 
belief,  in  the  Committee's  view,  that  it 
was  a  correct  description.  At  the  time 
when  you  began  to  sell  tablets  in  that 
way  current  medical  and  scientific 
opinion  appeared  to  run  to  the  effect 
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that  a  drug  having  an  aperient  effect 
was  useful  as  an  aid  to  slimming. 
Fashions  have  changed  in  that  respect, 
and  you  appear  not  to  have  become 
aware  of  the  change  until  the  prosecu- 
tion that  gave  rise  to  your  conviction." 
The  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  said  Mr.  Leonard,  had  drawn 
attention  of  pharmacists  to  the  un- 
desirability  of  supplying  slimming  pre- 
parations other  than  foods,  unless  in- 
quiry showed  that  they  would  be  used 
on  medical  advice.  Whereas  the  Com- 


mittee was  satisfied  that  the  pharmacist 
had  acted  honourably  and  in  good  faith, 
it  was  the  duty  of  the  pharmacist  to 
keep  up  to  date  where  medical  opinion 
changed.  "  If  a  pharmacist  finds  that  a 
preparation  he  has  been  selling  under  a 
certain  description  no  longer  warrants 
that  description,  it  is  his  duty  to  change 
the  description  or  discontinue  the  sale. 
We  say  that  because  there  may  be  other 
slimming  tablets  that  depend  upon 
much  the  same  principle  as  yours,  and 
whose  efficacy  ought  to  be  reviewed." 


CHEMISTS'  REMUNERATION 

Correspondence  between  Ministry  and  Contractors 


THE  Central  N.H.S.  (Chemist  Contrac- 
tors) Committee  received  on  March  26 
a  reply  from  the  Ministry  of  Health  to 
the  Committee's  claim,  submitted  on 
March  12,  for  increased  remuneration 
for  contractors.  The  letter  says : 
Mr.  Benner's  letter  of  March  18  said  that 
we  would  try  to  give  you  some  preliminary 
comments  by  March  26  on  the  claim  for 
increased  remuneration  submitted  in  your 
letter  of  March  12. 

The  claim  is  a  very  large  one.  Leaving 
aside  altogether  that  part  of  total  remuner- 
ation which  is  intended  to  reimburse  ex- 
penses, the  claim  is  for  an  increase  in  the 
earnings  items — i.e.  in  net  remuneration — ■ 
which  appears  to  amount  to  well  over  50 
per  cent.  I  am  sure  you  will  realise  that 
very  exceptional  reasons  would  need  to  be 
advanced  in  support  of  such  an  increase. 
We  should  be  grateful  if  you  would  let  us 
have  the  arguments  which,  in  your  view, 
could  be  held  to  justify  so  exceptional  an 
increase  in  net  remuneration.  As  to  the 
ascertainment  of  actual  expenses,  you  will 
no  doubt  be  as  disappointed  as  we  are  to 
find  that  the  A.I.C.  report  contains  so 
large  a  margin  of  error.  The  standard  error 
appears  to  be  2-36  per  cent,  overall,  which 
means  that  there  is  a  possibility  of  over- 
payments or  underpayments  to  the  extent 
of  some  £1-2  millions  a  year.  When  the 
inquiry  was  being  planned,  we  indicated 
that  we  should  be  prepared  to  recommend 
acceptance  of  a  sample  which  appeared 
likely  to  give  a  standard  error  of  the  order 
of  1  per  cent.,  and  A.I.C.  themselves  in- 
dicated that  they  hoped  that  the  results 
would  be  accurate  to  within  +ld.  per  pre- 
scription. In  the  event,  the  figure  is 
+  l-47d.,  or  nearly  three  times  as  much. 
Finally,  we  are  glad  to  see  from  your 
letter  of  March  12  that  you  accept  the  nee 
to  keep  remuneration  under  regular  review. 
We  are  giving  some  thought  to  this  prob- 
lem and  shall  let  you  have  our  ideas  as 
soon  as  possible.  When  we  hear  further 
from  you  we  shall,  of  course,  consider  the 
matter  forthwith.  As  the  Minister  intimated 
when  you  met  him,  he  is  very  conscious  of 
the  desirability  of  reaching  a  conclusion  as 
soon  as  possible.  R  D_  Fraser 


Contractors'  Reply 

The  conference  of  Pharmaceutical 
Committee  representatives  held  on  April 
1  (p.  357)  discussed  the  Ministry's  let- 
ter and  approved  the  following  reply: 
Your  letter  of  March  25  was  considered  at 
a  special  meeting  of  the  Central  N.H.S. 
Committee  held  yesterday  morning  and  at 
the  conference  of  representatives  of  Local 
Pharmaceutical  Committees  in  the  after- 
noon. The  Committee  found  it  very  diffi- 
cult to   reconcile   the   approach   in  the 


second  paragraph  of  your  letter  with  the 
final  sentence  referring  to  the  Minister's 
desire,  which  we  share,  to  reach  a  conclu- 
sion as  soon  as  possible.  To  raise  generali- 
ties by  letter  and  to  ask  the  Committee  to 
reply  in  a  similar  fashion  is  not  in  our 
view  conducive  to  reaching  an  early  settle- 
ment but  merely  serves  to  delay  matters 
further.  Our  comments  on  the  two  main 
points  which  you  make  in  your  letter  are 
these.  The  claim  is  relatively  substantial 
because  we  have  been  seriously  underpaid 
for  some  years.  The  A.I.C.  report  shows 
clearly  that  a  substantial  adjustment  is 
necessary  to  rectify  the  position.  To  discuss 
the  size  of  the  claim  in  terms  of  percentage 
increase  on  the  existing  level  is  quite  illogi- 
cal and  misleading.  The  present  level  is 
totally  irrelevant  to  the  basic  issue  between 
chemist  contractors  and  the  Ministry. 

Justification  for  Increase 

The  arguments  which  justify  the  increase 
sought  are,  of  course,  set  out  in  the  docu- 
ments submitted  as  part  of  the  claim.  The 
ascertained  costs  of  providing  the  service 
are  given  in  the  A.I.C.  report,  together 
with  the  considered  views  of  the  indepen- 
dent consultants  on  the  working  proprie- 
tors' notional  salary  scale.  The  profit  mar- 
gin claimed  reflects  the  nature  of  retail 
pharmacy  businesses,  the  wide  range  of 
items  required  to  be  held  in  stock,  the 
low  rate  of  stock  turn,  the  need  to  provide 
for  retirement  and  other  reasons.  That 
margin  of  1\  per  cent,  on  turnover  is  in 
all  the  circumstances  fair.  A  comparison 
with  figures  for  distributive  trades  given  in 
the  106th  annual  report  of  the  Commis-

sioners  of  Inland  Revenue  (table  1091. 
bearing  in  mind  the  differences  between  re- 
tail pharmacy  and  other  sections  of  retail 
distribution,  supports  the  figure  which  we 
claim. 

The  margin  of  error  cannot  be  dealt 
with  in  correspondence  but  can  only  pro- 
perly be  discussed  by  those  on  each  side 
who  are  qualified  to  do  so.  We  have,  how- 
ever, had  preliminary  comments  from  our 
consulting  statistician  on  what  you  said  in 
your  letter.  It  appears  that  the  limits  to 
which  you  have  worked  are  in  line  with 
what  was  standard  practice  10-20  years  ago 
but  are  now  considered  to  be  so  stringent 
as  to  be  rarely  found.  To  achieve  a  stan- 
dard error  of  about  1  per  cent,  would 
require  a  similar  inquiry  being  carried  out 
on  a  sample  of  well  over  1,000  pharmacies 
and  the  resources  are  simply  not  available 
for  such  a  survey.  Leaving  that  aside  there 
is,  of  course,  no  reason  to  suppose  that 
the  sample  favours  either  side. 

Department  Knew  of  Inquiry 

In  reporting  your  letter  to  the  confer- 
ence, the  chairman  said  that  the  Depart- 
ment had  for  many  months  been  aware  of 
the  results  of  the  A.I.C.  inquiry  and  that 
the  Committee  were  prepared  to  accept  the 
A.I.C.  recommendations  in  respect  of  the 
working  proprietors'  notional  salaries.  Also, 
the  Department  were  aware,  or  should  have 
been  from  previous  experience,  of  the 
Committee's  views  on  the  margin  of  net 
profit  considered  to  be  appropriate.  The 
Committee  had  confidently  expected  that 
the  Department  would  have  been  able  by 
now  to  crystallise  their  own  thinking  and 
would  have  asked  for  a  meeting  at  which 
they  would  have  intimated  acceptance  of 
the  claim  in  principle,  subject  to  any  neces- 
sary minor  adjustments.  The  conference 
shared  the  Committee's  view  that  the 
negotiations  could  not  be  furthered  by  cor- 
respondence on  the  lines  implied  in  your 
letter.  Bearing  in  mind  that  the  form  in 
which  the  Committee's  claim  has  been 
submitted  is  at  the  express  request  of  the 
Minister,  we  now  look  for  an  early  meet- 
ing with  the  Department  to  negotiate  a 
final  settlement.  The  conference  instructed 
the  Committee  to  make  it  quite  clear  to  the 
Department  that  any  attempt  to  set  aside 
the  results  of  the  inquiry  and  to  negotiate 
on  the  basis  of  a  percentage  increase  on 
existing  levels  must  be  rejected. 


A  new  Wellcome  Club  building, 
enlarged  and  reconstructed  at  a 
cost  of  around  £53,000  after 
being  destroyed  by  fire  in  1962, 
was  opened  on  March  13  by  Mr.

The  ground  floor  contains  a  lounge  bar,  billiards 
and  darts  room  and  meetings  room.  The  main  bar  has  been  retained  from  the  old  building.  The 
Club,  which  numbers  amongst  its  members  more  than  1,100  out  of  the  1,400  employees  of  the  Well- 
come Chemical  Works  at  Dartford,  is  claimed  one  of  the  oldest  employee  clubs  in  the  country 
(it  was  founded  in  1899). 
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Irish  Pharmaceutical  Association 

NEW  "UMBRELLA"  BODY  FORMED  AT  DUBLIN 


PHARMACISTS  from  all  over  Ireland 
unanimously  agreed,  at  an  overflow 
meeting  in  the  College  of  Pharmacy  in 
Dublin  on  March  23,  to  set  up  an  organ- 
isation to  cater  for  the  needs  of  all 
pharmaceutical  groups.  To  be  known  as 
the  Irish  Pharmaceutical  Association, 
the  new  body  has  as  its  function,  in  the 
words  of  its  chief  architect  (Mr.  R.  C. 
O'Higgins)  "  to  represent  and  defend 
the  collective  will,  viewpoint  and 
purpose  of  all  organisations  in  Irish 
pharmacy  at  all  times  and  in  all 
circumstances."  Having  explained  that 
the  provisional  committee  was  aware 
that  there  had  been  good  relations  "  of 
the  passive  type  "  between  the  various 
associations,  he  went  on  to  say  that 
"  if  all  sections  are  to  advance  socially, 
economically  and  professionally  there 
must  be  active  co-operation  between 
all  groups." 

Pharmacy's  "  Total  Voice  " 

Explaining  that  the  Association 
would  be  "  the  voice  of  pharmacy  in 
its  totality,"  Mr.  O'Higgins  said  it 
must  be  capable  of  speaking  authori- 
tively  and  as  representing  all  pharma- 
cists within  the  State  if  need  be.  He 
warned,  however,  that  "  this  occasion 
may  not  arise  for  months  or  years, 
or  indeed  it  could  be  on  us  within  a 
week  from  now.  When  it  does  come, 
and  it  will  come,  we  must  be  prepared 
to  meet  it." 

Mr.  O'Higgins  asserted  that  those 
practising  pharmacy  in  hospitals  or 
dispensaries  should  be  in  complete  and 
mutual  sympathy  with  those  practising 
in  the  retail  sphere.  "  Both  should  be 
mutually  aware  of  each  other's  difficul- 
ties and  should  strive,  through  the 
Association,  to  overcome  them." 

Mr.  D.  J.  Kennelly  (president,  Phar- 
maceutical Society  of  Ireland),  who 
presided,  said  at  the  outset  that  he 
hoped  the  Association's  constitution 
would  be  accepted  and  prove  an  in- 
strument "  for  bettering  ourselves  and 
all  pharmacy."  He  went  on  to  say  that 
the  decision  to  set  up  the  Association 
was  an  important  one  to  have  to  take 
for  the  future  of  Irish  pharmacy.  "  If 
we  keep  divided  in  our  present  small 
groups  we  will  never  get  anywhere." 

Also  at  the  outset  of  the  meeting, 
Mr.  Michael  Shannon,  on  behalf  of 
the  Social  Foundation  Committee,  gave 
an  assurance  that  the  proposed  new 
social  club  "  is  on  the  launching  pad 
and  we  are  actually  counting,"  and 
that  there  were  sufficient  finances  to 
get  under  way. 

Mr.  O'Higgins  pointed  out  that,  as 
yet,  two  important  pharmaceutical  sec- 
tions had  not  been  included:  the 
Wholesale  Drug  Federation  and  the 
staff  of  the  College  of  Pharmacy. 
"  These  are  two  sections  that  can  play 
an  important  part  and  .  .  .  should  be 
given  membership." 

Mr.  Kennelly  said  that  the  first 
thing  that  would  come  to  the  mind 
of  many  on  hearing  any  proposal  to 
set  up  a  new  group  was  "  Haven't  we 
got  enough  groups  in  pharmacy 
already  ?  But,"  he  continued,  "  I  think 


that  cannot  be  said  of  this  organisation 
because  it  is  not  '  another  group '  ".  It 
represented  the  co-ordination  of  exist- 
ing organisations  and,  as  such,  did 
not  impinge  or  interfere  in  the  working 
of  any  of  the  member  groups.  Its  func- 
tion was  to  co-ordinate  their  activities 
into  one  central  committee  and  help 
and  advise  all. 

He  said  it  was  "  extraordinary  "  that 
such  an  Association  had  not  been 
formed  already.  Other  professions 
close  to  pharmacy  had  co-ordinating 
bodies  based  on  similar  general  prin- 
ciples to  those  proposed  for  the  Asso- 
ciation. Britain  was  one  of  the  few 
countries  that  did  not  have  such  a 
pharmaceutical  association,  but  those 
aware  of  the  specific  difficulties  in 
Britain  would  understand  why  that 
was  so.  In  all  European  countries,  as 
well  as  in  Canada  and  the  United 
States,  such  associations  had  been 
established  and  some,  as  was  the  case 
in  Scandinavia,  had  been  developed  to 
an  advanced  state.  In  those  countries 
(where  such  bodies  had  been  estab- 
lished in  the  nineteenth  century)  the 
pharmaceutical  associations  co-ordina- 
ted with  other  professional  groups, 
and  had  achieved  a  trade  union  status 
to  some  degree.  But  that  was  much  in 
the  future  so  far  as  the  proposed  Irish 
association  was  concerned.  Mr.  Ken- 
nelly explained  that  in  America  each 
State  had  its  own  pharmaceutical  laws 
and  qualifications,  but  each  was  repre- 
sented on  a  central  committee.  The 
same  applied  in  Canada  and  Europe. 

The  president  explained  that  the 
Council  had  already  sent  observers 
to  a  meeting  at  which  the  Irish  Drug 
Association  was  also  represented,  and 
all  other  organisations  had  officially 
intimated  that  they  were  in  favour  of 
establishing  such  an  association. 

Draft  Constitution  Explained 

Mr.  O'Higgins  reported  that  the 
draft  constitution  (see  also  C.  &  £>., 
March  7,  p.  226)  represented  the  result 
of  almost  three  years'  work.  By  tradi- 
tion the  Pharmaceutical  Society  had 
often  spoken  for  the  profession;  how- 
ever, the  Society  was  not,  he  said, 
an  autonomous  body  but  operated,  in 
the  main,  with  the  consent  of  the 
Minister  for  Health,  its  duties  being 
defined  by  statute.  It  was  believed  that 
there  were  certain  occasions  on  which 
the  Society  could  not  suitably  act  or 
speak,  and  it  would  be  desirable  if 
the  new  Association  could  undertake 
such  duties  as  might  prove  embarrass- 
ing for  the  Society.  "  Your  committee 
envisages  the  Association  as  being 
primarily  a  professional  body,  that  by 
its  nature  will  avoid  the  restrictions 
imposed  by  law  on  trading  associa- 
tions and  the  irksome  limitations  of 
action  that  are  the  traditional  lot  of 
statutory  bodies,"  he  said. 

Referring  to  the  establishment  in 
1932  of  the  Social  Foundation  Com- 
mittee (which  had  been  charged  with 
collecting  funds  to  purchase  premises 
for  a  pharmacy  club),  Mr.  O'Higgins 
said  that  the  Committee  felt  that  the 


integration  of  the  club  into  the  organ- 
isational structure  of  the  Association 
was  desirable  and  should  have  the 
effect  of  enlivening  and  stimulating  the 
professional  and  technical  side  of  phar- 
macy. The  club  would  be  run  as  a 
centre  for  social  and  recreational 
activity. 

Voting  Rights 

Mr.  O'Higgins  explained  that  full,  or 
voting,  membership  of  the  Association 
would  be  open  to  all  licentiates,  and 
that  associate  membership  would  be 
open  to  non-licentiates  who  were  mem- 
bers of  a  co-operating  group.  Members 
of  some  of  the  co-operating  groups — ■ 
the  I.D.A.,  the  trade  union,  the  repre- 
sentatives' association  and  the  student 
body — who  might  not  be  licentiates — 
would  have  adequate  representation 
through  delegates.  The  co-operating 
associations  were  the  I.D.A.;  the  Irish 
Pharmaceutical  and  Medical  Represen- 
tatives' Association;  the  pharmacy 
branch  of  the  Local  Government 
Officials'  Union;  army  pharmacists;  the 
Irish  Hospital  Pharmacists'  Association; 
the  pharmacy  branch  of  the  Workers' 
Union  of  Ireland,  and  the  Irish  Phar- 
maceutical Students'  Association.  It  was 
proposed  that  the  Association  should  be 
governed  by  two  delegates  from  each. 
Other  pharmaceutical  groups  might 
join  by  applying  for  recognition,  and 
officers  would  be  elected  annually  by 
the  executive  committee.  It  was  felt 
that  a  small  fee  (£1  Is.  for  members 
and  10s.  6d.  for  associates)  should  be 
levied  until  the  club  was  established. 
It  was  further  proposed  that  the  social 
club  should  be  managed  by  a  committee 
of  nineteen,  to  be  elected  annually, 
under  a  chairman  nominated  by  the 
central  executive  committee.  Concluding 
Mr.  O'Higgins  said:  "The  prime  object 
of  the  Association  will  be  the  provision 
of  a  body  to  co-ordinate  present  efforts 
of  all  existing  groups  to  put  the  profes- 
sion of  pharmacy  in  its  rightful  place 
in  the  welfare  services  of  the  country 
and  give  the  pharmacist  his  worthy 
place  in  the  community." 

Mr.  W.  Gardiner,  on  behalf  of  the 
I.D.A.,  assured  the  Association  of  full 
support.  "  We  consider  it  a  very  worthy 
object,"  he  said. 

Mr.  F.  Walsh,  for  the  I.P.M.R.A., 
pledging  full  support,  said  they  had 
waited  long  enough  for  the  Associa- 
tion's formation. 

Mrs.  M.  Toomey  (chairman,  Irish 
Hospital  Pharmacists'  Association)  also 
extended  full  support,  as  did  Mr. 
Edward  Hughes  on  behalf  of  the 
Local  Government  Officials'  Union. 

Mr.  J.  Berrell  (Workers'  Union  of 
Ireland)  said  they  welcomed  anything 
that  would  make  for  cohesion,  but  he 
felt  that  membership  should  not  be 
confined  to  licentiates.  A  number  of 
his  members  were  qualified  assistants 
and  Mr.  Berrell  considered  that  they 
should  be  entitled  to  full  membership. 

Mr.  T.  R.  Miller  described  the 
formation  of  the  Association  as  "  the 
first  step  which  has  been  taken  to  put 
pharmacy  in  its  rightful  place."  Five 
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years  ago  it  had  given  him  great  plea- 
sure to  second  the  formation  of  such 
an  Association.  "  I  am  proud  the  Coun- 
cil has  nominated  me  as  an  observer." 

Inviting  the  students'  representative 
to  speak,  Mr.  Kennelly  said  that  they 
would  be  much  concerned  with  the 
Association  by  the  time  it  had  sur- 
mounted its  teething  troubles. 

Mr.  T.  Cashman  (on  behalf  of  the 
students)  held  that  students  should  be 
trained  from  the  earliest  stages  to  the 
working  of  pharmacy.  It  should  be 
made  part  of  their  education  to  de- 
velop organisational  ability  as  was  the 
case  in  some  other  countries.  He  was 
pleased  to  observe  that  students  were 
taking  an  active  interest  in  the  new 
body  but  did  not  want  to  see  it  de- 
velop into  "  another  Dublin  associa- 
tion." It  must  work  on  a  national  basis 
with  all  members  interesting  themselves 
in  its  activities. 

Making  History 

Professor  R.  D.  Ti  money  described 
the  meeting  as  "  an  historic  occasion 
for  Irish  pharmacy."  He  believed  it 
had  great  possibilities,  but  that  they 
must  be  prepared  to  give  much  and 
expect  little  in  return  in  the  Associa- 
tion's formative  stages. 

Mr.  Miller  explained  it  was  en- 
visaged that  the  Association  would 
publish  its  own  journal  to  be  made 
"  available  to  all."  Mr.  S.  Conway, 
Ashbourne,  said  there  were  many  veter- 
inary pharmacists,  "  living  far  apart, 
and  unorganised."  He  said  he  would 
be  pleased  if  they  could  be  co-opted 
to  the  new  association,  because  at  pre- 
sent they  had  no  representation  on  any 
body.  Mr.  O'Higgins  suggested  that 
veterinary  pharmacists  might  form  a 
local  association  of  their  own,  after 
which  they  would  be  eligible  for  mem- 
bership on  the  committee. 

Mr.  L.  Pelly  said  the  I.D.A.  might 
not  necessarily  represent  the  views  of 
individual  retail  pharmacists  on  the 
committee.  The  same  applied  to  veter- 
inary pharmacy  and  consequently  he 
thought  its  representation  should  be 
broadened.  He  had  hoped  that  retail 
pharmacy,  which  had  its  own  problems, 
would  be  represented  directly  on  the 
committee,  independent  of  the  I.D.A. 

Mr.  Miller  reiterated  that  the  new 
Association  would  be  a  professional 
body  "  looking  after  the  interests  of 
professional  people." 

Mr.  Prendergast  (a  manufacturing 
pharmacy  representative)  suggested  that 
room  be  left  on  the  committee  for 
uncommitted  members.  Manufacturing 
pharmacy  had  only  about  twenty  repre- 
sentatives and  he  did  not  think  that, 
even  if  they  formed  a  committee,  that 
they  should  be  entitled  to  equal  repre- 
sentation with  large  organisations. 

Mr.  R.  J.  Power  thought  the  new 
Association  should  be  prepared  to 
make  policy  statements,  particularly  on 
agricultural  matters.  The  Pharmaceuti- 
cal Society  of  Ireland,  as  a  statutory 
body,  was  handicapped  in  that  respect 
but  the  new  association  could  fill  the 
role  without  embarrassment.  He  agreed 
that  veterinary  pharmacists  should  have 
representation. 

Mr.  R.  Purcell  said  that  originally 
he  had  favoured  election  to  the  com- 
mittee but  it  had  been  pointed  out 


that  they  would  be  losing  sight  of  the 
principle  of  co-ordination  if  that  were 
decided. 

Mr.  J.  P.  Burke  said  he  was  very 
pleased  that  the  Association  was  "  at 
last  on  the  pad."  The  "  image  "  of  pro- 
fessionalism ought  to  appear  automati- 
cally but  it  had  not;  For  that  reason 
he  had  been  disappointed  that  there 
had  been  no  mention  of  formulating 
a  code  of  ethics. 

Mr.  McMahon  said  that  he  would 
like  the  manufacturers  to  be  repre- 
sented on  the  Association  because  they 
were  an  important  group;  they  were 
associated  with  the  Federation  of  Irish 
Industries  and  had  contact  with  Gov- 
ernment departments.  It  was  in  the 
interest  of  all  that  close  liaison  be  es- 
tablished with  the  manufacturers,  who, 
after  all,  decided  margins  and  outlets. 

Mr.  D.  Boyd  "  warmly  supported  " 
Mr.  McMahon.  He  said  that  the  Post- 
graduate Education  Committee  had  not 
yet  discussed  the  Association,  but  he 
knew  "  they  were  wholeheartedly  in 
favour  of  it." 

Mr.  O'Higgins  declared  that  the 
committee  were  aware  of  the  necessity 
of  a  code  of  ethics,  which  they  had 
intended  to  introduce  so  soon  as  the 
Association  was  established.  Mr.  S. 
Murphy  agreed  that  a  code  of  ethics 
was  necessary.  What  was  needed  was 
co-operation,  rather  than  co-ordination, 
among  pharmacists.  They  should  make 
it  clear  that  they  were  not  a  pressure 
group  working  at  the  public's  expense. 

Mr.  Kennelly  explained  that  be- 
cause of  a  decision  of  the  Supreme 
Court,  it  was  difficult  to  enforce  a  code 
of  ethics  in  the  light  of  the  constitu- 


WEST  OF  SCOTLAND 

Pharmacy  Forum 

Questions  put  by  members  of  the 
Glasgow  and  West  of  Scotland  Branch 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  were  dis- 
cussed in  a  Pharmacy  Forum  "  on 
March  12.  The  panel  comprised 
Messrs.  T.  W.  Buchanan  (a  former 
chairman,  Pharmaceutical  Standing 
Committee),  C.  C.  Green  (deputy  sec- 
retary, Proprietary  Articles  Trade 
Association),  H.  E.  Payne  (a  territorial 
general  manager.  Boots'  Ltd.),  and  A. 
Roxburgh  (chief  pharmacist,  Glasgow 
Royal  Infirmary  and  a  member,  Scot- 
tish Executive).  Mr.  D.  H.  O.  Gemmell 
(Branch  chairman)  presided.  The  Resale 
Prices  Bill  was  prominent  amongst 
topics  discussed.  Mr.  Roxburgh  said 
that  one  of  the  few  good  things  to  have 
come  out  of  the  Bill  was  the  way  that 
all  pharmaceutical  organisations  had 
been  united  in  their  opposition  to  it. 
Mr.  Green  stressed  that  it  was  of 
utmost  importance  that  no  pharmacist 
anticipated  the  Bill  by  price-cutting  on 
controlled  goods.  On  the  question  of 
salaries  for  post-graduate  students  in 
pharmacy,  Mr.  Payne  said  that  in 
general  the  higher  the  salaries  paid  to 
qualified  employees,  the  higher  the 
status  of  the  pharmacist  was  likely  to 
be.  Many  members  were  of  the 
opinion  that  hospital  training  was  of 
great  benefit  to  the  future  retail  phar- 
macist and  vice-versa.  Some  disquiet 
was  expressed  however  at  the  possi- 
bility of  a  post-graduate  trainee  fr»m 


tion.  However,  the  committee  was 
conscious  of  the  importance  of  such  a 
code  and  hoped  to  be  able  to  intro- 
duce a  suitable  one. 

Mr.  J.  Travers  suggested  that  all 
groups  should  send  senior  delegates 
and  important  officers  to  committee 
meetings.  The  Association  could  also 
help  organise  veterinary  pharmacists 
and  pharmacists  in  industry.  Mr.  P.  J. 
Cahill  added  that  he  would  like  ade- 
quate representation  to  be  given  to 
provincial  pharmacists.  Mr.  O'Higgins 
pointed  out  that  they  would  be  repre- 
sented through  the  I.D.A.  Mr.  Travers 
suggested  holding  meetings  in  the  pro- 
vinces ^  to  keep  district  members  "in 
touch  "  and  a  suggestion  that  two  seats 
be  left  open  for  co-option  was  made 
by  Mr.  Cashman. 

Eventually,  on  the  motion  of  Pro- 
fessor Ti  money,  seconded  by  Mr. 
Conway,  it  was  agreed  unanimously 
to  adopt  the  constitution  and  establish 
the  Association. 

Mr.  Miller  thanked  Mr.  Kennelly 
for  presiding;  he  also  paid  tribute  to 
the  work  of  Mr.  O'Higgins. 

Replying,  Mr.  Kennelly  described 
the  meeting  as  "  a  momentous  occasion 
in  Irish  pharmacy."  He  said  the  co- 
operation existing  among  the  groups 
was  now  about  to  be  harnessed.  He 
appealed  to  the  Association  to  under- 
take the  organising  of  an  annual  phar- 
macy week  which  was  much  needed. 
They  had  no  major  social  function  in 
pharmacy  except  the  Benevolent  Dance 
(which  was  not  officially  a  pharmacy 
function)  and  it  was  important  to  have 
an  event  that  focused  public  attention 
on  the  work  of  pharmacists. 


industry  taking  over  a  retail  pharmacy 
without  having  had  any  experience  of 
general  practice.  Difficulties  facing  the 
hospital  pharmacist  were  discussed, 
and  Mr.  Roxburgh  said  that  the  salary 
scales  being  offered  had  resulted  in  a 
25  per  cent,  shortage  of  hospital  phar- 
macists in  the  West  of  Scotland.  Some 
hospitals  were  running  on  a  single 
pharmacist  with  a  dangerously  high 
proportion  of  unqualified  staff. 
Speakers  did  not  think  a  single  nego- 
tiating body  for  all  sections  of  phar- 
macy desirable,  since  the  interests  of 
minority  groups  might  tend  to  be  over- 
looked.

London,  April  8:  It  was  the  turn  of  Pharmaceutical  Chemicals  to 
provide  the  most  interesting  price  changes  of  the  week.  After  many  years 
of  stability  Cocaine  schedules  were  raised  by  about  one-sixth,  higher  costs 
of  raw  materials  and  production  being  given  as  the  reason. 

As  forecast  in  last  week's  report, 
Quinine  prices  have  been  uplifted.  The 
sulphate  is  now  at  3s.  4d.  per  oz,  for 
1,000-oz.  lots,  against  2s.  lid.  previ- 
ously. 

Crude  Drugs  remained  dull,  but 
prices  continued  firm,  with  the  majority 
of  changes  in  the  upward  direction. 
Agar  and  Camphor  powder  were  three- 
halfpence  per  lb.  dearer  for  shipment. 
A  further  fillip  was  given  to  Brazilian 
Menthol  prices  on  news  of  the  politi- 
cal changes  in  that  country,  but  there 
was  little  inquiry.  It  is  thought  that 
so  far  as  United  Kingdom  is  concerned, 
buyers  have  covered  their  requirements 
when  the  price  was  well  below  that 
asked  today  and  consequently  do1  not 
need  to  seek  replacement  for  some 
time.  About  220s.  per  cwt.,  c.i.f.,  was 
indicated  as  the  level  at  which  new 
peel  Cascara  would  be  available. 
Ipecacuanha  and  Indian  Squill  prices 
were  easier.  Some  holders  of  Liquor- 
ice block  juice  and  Caraway  seeds 
have  reduced  their  quotations  to  com- 
pensate for  the  removal  of  import  duty 
on  those  commodities.  American 
Lobelia  herb  was  sixpence  per  lb. 
dearer  in  line  with  the  firm  conditions 
at  origin;  Dutch  material  was  un- 
changed. Senna  pods  continued  very 
scarce  for  prompt  delivery.  Bees'  and 
Carnauba  waxes  were  substantially 
dearer. 

Among  Essential  Oils,  Ceylon 
Citronella  was  threepence  per  lb. 
dearer  for  shipment;  Lemongrass  at 
9s.  and  Brazilian  Peppermint  at  7s. 
were  three-halfpence  per  lb.  up.
